Children And Area Industry 


"The small town libiary is going the 


May of the dinosaur, and libranes must 
be prepared to deal with larger, more 
sophisticated systems and information 
retrieval," Mary Claik, new Elk Gtove 
Village librarian, said last week 


Miss Clark, who joined the libiary staff 


in June, said the Elk Grove Village Pub- 
he Library is oriented towaid recreation- 
al reading and seiving the personal 
needs of the community and is likely to 
remain that way for the next few years 


However by the end of the century she 


sees a time when all libraries will be 
linked to a giant computer system that 
can locate data instantly 


Aftei one month at the library, Miss 


Clark said her two mam concerns are 
the children, who make up a large seg- 
ment of the library's patrons, and the 
mdustties in the community, who pay a 
big share of the taxes supporting the h- 
biaiy but don't take advantage of the 
facilities 


"It is impoitant foi childien to get ac- 


customed to using the library at a young 
dge " she said "The libiary also must 
be ready to assist oldei students who 
come for help with school work " 


SHE SAID she plans to talk to parent- 


teacher organizations this fall to find out 
more what the children get from a school 
library and what the public libiary can 
do to supplement it 


Concerning industiy, she said fnms al- 


ready get company library cards but she 
feels the library could do more to serve 
the business community better 


According to a recent survey of adult 


books in the village libraiy, only 30 per 
cent of the books recommended by au- 
thorities for small and medium-sized li- 
braries can be found on the Elk Grove 
Village hbi ary shelves 


"One of my first tasks will be to beef 


up oui ndult book collection " Miss Clark 
kaid "It will take about two years and 
$100 000 to purchase the additional 10,000 
recommended books " 


"At the same time I don't want to 


spend all of the $50,000 alloted for books 
next year on adult books and sacrifice 
eveiything else," she said 


MISS CLARK, 25, is from southwest 


Chicago and attended Rosary College m 
River Fbtest, where she received a bach- 
elor's degree in English and music in 
1968 and a master's degree in library sci- 


ence in 1969 


"I went to Rosary thinking when I left 


I would be teaching English," she sajd 
"However after I was exposed a little to 
Ubiaiy science and saw the variety of 
opportunities in the field, I decided to 
stay and get a master's degree " 


Aftei graduation she worked m the nat- 


uial sciences department of the down- 
town Chicago Public Library "What I 
like most about the Chicago library was 
the feeling that I was serving 3V4 million 
people 


FOR THE past two years Miss Clark 


has worked at the Sun-Times newspaper 
library helping to organize the library 
and icference materials 
She also is 


woikmg on a master's degiee in business 
administration at Loyola University of 
Chicago at night 


MISS Clark said she realized she was 


under pressure when she came to the 
Elk Grove Village library because of 
controversies involving the resignation of 
the formei librarian and firing of mem 
bers of hei staff 10 months ago and the 
$17,000 a year salary she is paid 


"I realize I'm under pressure to prove 


myself, but if the ]ob doesn't have pres- 
suie, it wouldn't be a job that really 
challenged me," she said "I like to take 
hold of a situation and shape it, and 
there aie many things to do here "

State's Atty. Edward V. Hanrahan has 


announced he is seeking emergency leg- 
islation to enable courts to deny bail to 
persons charged with murder, aggra- 
vated kidnapping or treason. 


"Such legislation," Hanrahan said, "is 


necessary in view of the Supreme Court 
decision declaring the death penalty un- 
constitutional. Our present laws prevent 
bail when death is a possible punishment 
for the crime charged," Hanrahan said. 


The state's attorney explained that as 


a result of the decision, "any person 
charged with murder, aggravated kid- 
napping or treason is now automatically 
eligible for bail since under the law 
death is no longer possible punishment 
for those crimes. That was not the in- 
tention of our General Assembly. There- 
fore, we are proposing the new legisla- 
tion in order to carry out the legislative 
intent." 


Because the General Assembly will 


only be in session one more day at the 
most, Hanrahan has asked State Sen. 
Robert J. Egan to amend one of his 
pending bills so as to provide the re- 
quired change in the-language of the bail 
statute. 
Egan has agreed and that 


amendment is being presented to the 


General Assembly today. 


Egan's bill will provide that: 
—All persons shall be bailable before 


conviction except When the charge is 
murder, aggravated kidnapping or trea- 
son and the proof is evident or the pre- 


sumption great that the person is guilty 
of the offense; 


—A person charged with the offense of 


murder, aggravated kidnapping or trea- 
son has the burden of proof that he 
should be admitted to bail. 


Deny Parochiaid Checks 


To hasten a court test of the new $30 


million program for state aid to nonpub- 
lic school students, Michael J. Howlett, 
state auditor of public accounts, has di- 
rected his employes not to issue any 
checks under the program. 


Howlett said he supports the paro- 


chiaid program adding his order to re- 
lease no funds is not to be construed as 
opposition to state aid. 


"I have supported state aid to private 


school pupils for years," said Howlett. "I 
commend the General Assembly for 
passing the bills and Governor Ogilvie 
for his consistent support. 


"Throughout the history of these bills 


the question of constitutionality has been 
hanging unresolved. I believe-.state aid is 
legal under the Constitution, but a suit to 


force me to pay out the money is the 
quickest way to find out." 


A program for state aid to nonpuhlic 


schools was voted by the General Assem- 
bly a year ago. The U.S. Supreme Court 
shortly afterward struck down similar 
laws in other states as causing "ex- 
cessive entanglement" of church and 
state. 


Gov. Ogilvie then used his amendatory 


veto power to rewrite the bills, however 
the Illinois Supreme Court rilled the Gov- 
ernor had unconstitutionally used his 
amendatory veto. The constitutionality of 
the bills themselves has never been test- 
ed. 


The 1972 bills are identical to the 1971 


bills as amended by the Governor.

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Expect Signing 
Of Parochiaid Bill 


Legislative approval of a $30 million 


parochiaid package may channel state 
grants into the Northwest 
suburbs as 


early as September, predicts Rep. Eu- 
gene Schlickman, R-Arlington Heights. 


The three-part bill was passed by the 


House and sent to the governor Wednes- 
day. According to Schlickman, "there is 
no doubt the governor is going to sign the 
bills, but he will not be able to until he 
returns from an out of town trip. He is 
expected back next week." 


Effective July 1. the legislation is iden- 


tical to another package passed by the 
legislature last November. Gov. Ogilvie 
approved the package after sending it 
back to the legislature with an amen- 
datory veto. 


Implementation of the bills was de- 


layed, however, by Auditor Michael 
Hewlett's call for a court test. In 
January the Illinois Supreme Coui't re- 
fused to rule on the legislation because it 
did not take effect until this July. The 
court added it would probably find the 
legislation unconstitutional in a retest, 
because the governor exceeded his power 
to recommend specific change. 


TO AVOID COURT dismissal of the 


legislation on a technicality (the amen- 
datory veto), the bills in their amended 
form were resubmitted to the legislature 
m April as a new package. 


Once the new legislation is signed by 


the governor. Schlickman said it is likely 
Hewlett will again refuse to release the 
state funds. "This would give proponents 
of the legislation grounds for going to 
court. If we follow the same route of the 
last package, we could expect a court 
decision within a couple of months." 


The first part of the legislation allots 


$20.3 million for the purchase of text- 
books and auxiliary services. The books 
and services are distributed by public 
schools to private schools. The public 
schools are reimbursed by the state for 
the expense. 


$4 5 million scholarship support has 


been slated for low-income students who 
wish to attend non public schools. Par- 
ents turn in a voucher to a public school 
for the grant and the public school is, 


again, reimbursed by the state. 


IN THE THIRD part of the bill, $5 mil- 


lion has been allocated for cooperative 
programs between private and public 
schools. The state pays a grant directly 
to the public sector of a cooperative, 
which then distributes and administers 
the funds. 


In its original form, the legislation 


called for direct aid to the private 
schools. By making payment to the pub- 
lic schools, Schlickman said the aid does 
not involve "excessive entanglement be- 
tween church and state." 


While the parochiaid proponents may 


have avoided the entanglement issue, 
they still expect to face another con- 
stitutional question. According to Schlick- 
man this question involves use of state 
funds for religious education. 


"The first amendment to the U.S. Con- 


stitution states there shall be no ad- 
vancement or inhibition or religion," 
said Schlickman. "We feel our bills do 
not advance religion, but focus on paren- 
tal involvement in education. It is the 
child that is being benefitted, not reli- 
gious education." 


Rev. James Michaletz, superintendent 


of Sacred Heart of Mary High School in 
Rolling Meadows, pointed out the public 
schools will not be purchasing religious 
books for the private schools. 


CONCERNING local effect of the legis- 


lation, Rev. Michaletz said the main 
thrust is in the distribution of textbooks 
and auxiliary services. "Students at Sa- 
cred Heart and at St. Viator High School 
in Arlington Heights spend between $25 
and $50 a year for textbooks. The legisla- 
tion relieves this expense." 


"We are not sure what auxiliary ser- 


vices includes," added Rev. Michaletz. 
"It could mean just the school nurse or it 
could also include something like voca- 
tional counseling service." 


As for the third part of the bill, Rev. 


Michaletz said he has high hopes for lo- 
cal cooperative projects. "I am hoping 
this means funds will be available for ex- 
perimental and innovative programs. If 
that is the case, it would be very benefi- 
cial."

recently," said Toby Rhodes, director of 
the Chicago Council where 81,000 boys 
are members. "We don't read topogra- 
phical maps much anymore," he added, 
"because they don't mean anything to a 
city youth." 


Lack Of Pool Vote Support Chastised 


The High School Dist. 211 School Board 


was chastised Thursday by Lyle John- 
son, past board member, for not giving 
stronger support to a referendum propos- 
al for an indoor swimming pool at the 
new Hoffman Estates High School. 


The pool proposal was rejected by resi- 


dents of the Hoffman Estates Park Dis- 
trict in a June 10 referendum. A tenta- 
tive agreement made before the referen- 
dum called for the park district to pay 
pool construction costs while the school 
and park districts would share operation 
and maintenance costs. 


The pool-school site is located on the 


north side of Higgins Road, west of Jones 
Road in Hoffman Estates. Construction 
of the district's fifth school began last 
fall and is slated to be completed by Sep- 
tember. 1973 


JOHNSON, now chairman of the con- 


cerned citizens committee that promoted 
the referendum, is urging the park and 
school official^ to join together in making 
another plea to the voters. 


The park district may not legally hold 


another referendum on the $-173.000 pool 
proposal before September. Johnson at- 
tributes failure of the park district's first 
request to the school district's "lack of 
support." 


In defense. Board Pres. Robert Creek 


said the school district did support the 


referendum in principle but was not pre- 
pared to make a commitment without 
more facts. 


"We want the park and school districts 


to work for a common facility," said 
Creek, "but we are not going to sign a 
blank check. The people from Hoffman 
Estates (park district) were premature. 
They hadn't clone their homework. We 
didn't have exact costs, nor a contract." 


Creek added he is willing to "go back 


to the drawing board and try again." 


Johnson's visit to the school board is 


part of an areawide campaign he has 
launched to see indoor pools throughout 
Dist. 211. lie pointed to swimming as a 
sport in which "even those who aren't 
athletes can participate." 


JOHNSON presented his plan to the 


Palatine Park Board earlier last week 
and plans to visit the Hoffman Estates 
Park and Schaumburg boards later this 
month. 


Johnson charged Dist. 211 has a poor 


working relationship with the three park 
districts and called for a meeting of all 
the boards to develop a park-school com- 
munity plan. 


More specifically, Johnson urged the 


school board to conduct a feasibility 
study of indoor pool construction and 
called for hiring of an athletic super- 
visor. 


The Dist. 211 board members did not 


act on Johnson's recommendations but 
said they would communicate with him 
later through the mail. 


Instead, 
members 
of Scout packs 


throughout Chicago learn to read Chi- 
cago Transit Authority schedules and 
city maps. "These have meaning to the 
metropolitan boy. They learn how to get 
from home to the Loop . . . something 
they can use." 


THE TERM "boy" has been dropped 


in Scouts in favor of merely Scouting. 
Cub Scouts is called Cubbing while Ex- 
plorers, for upper teenagers, is referred 
to as Exploring and has adopted a coe- 
ducational stature. 


"The word (boy) had a poor con- 


notation for minority groups and inner 
city kids," Rhodes said. The corporate 
name, Boy Scouts of America (BSA), 
however, will remain. 


Today's Scouts have the option of 


wearing a red beret as parl of the stan- 
dard uniform as well as other headgear, 
brightening up the traditional olive at- 
tire. 


And in addition to physical and generic 


changes, the organization is moving 
from

School Board 
Head Resigns 


10-Year Teacher Fired, 
'Cruelty, Violence' Cited 


John D. Fender, a language arts teach- 


er at Miner Junior High School has been 
dismissed 
by 
the 
Arlington Heights 


School Dist. 25 Board of Education. 


His dismissal made official Thursday 


night, will become effective Nov. 2 in ac- 
cordance with the School Code of Illinois, 
and until that time he will be suspended. 


Fender has been a teacher at Miner 


for 10 years. He also is president of the 
Arlington Teachers Association and was 
the chief negotiator in the recently com- 
pleted teachers' contract negotiations 
with the school board. 


The charges 
listed 
in the school 


board's resolution to fire Fender are: 


"1. He has demonstrated continuing in- 


ability to exercise mature judgment and 
restraint in dealing with classroom prob- 
lems. 


"2. He has demonstrated a continuing 


pattern of cruelty and violence in his 
relationships with students. 


"3. He has on four occasions in the cur- 


rent school year struck students notwith- 
standing administrative admonitions that 
he refrain from so doing. 


"4. He is no longer qualified to teach in 


this district, and the interests of the 
schools in this district require his dis- 
missal." 


FENDER CAN appeal the decision at a 


public school board hearing to which he 
can bring counsel and not more than 10 
witnesses. If the decision to dismiss the 
teacher is not reversed by the hearing. 


Fender can further request a court trial. 


Neither Fender nor any members of 


tiie Arlington Teachers Association were 
present at the board meeting, and Fend- 
er refuses to comment on what action, if 
any, he plans to take. 


Dismissal of tenured teachers in Dist. 


25, as well as other area districts, is al- 
most unheard of. It is the first such dis- 
missal in Dist. 25 in recent history. 


According to district officials, teachers 


usually are persuaded to lesign rather 
than be fired. 


"We have fewer than five teachers per 


year that we ask to resign," said Donald 
Monroe, personnel director. "And very 
few are tenured." 


A survey of area districts indicates 


that between two and five teachers are 
asked to resign annually. 


ON JUNE 9, parents of a seventh- 


grade student signed a complaint charg- 
ing Fender with battery. 


The charge stems from allegations by 


the parents that the teacher struck their 
daughter several times without provoca- 
tion on the back of the head and across 
the face. 


A court date has been set for July 14 at 


the Arlington Heights Municipal Build- 
ing, 33 S. Arlington Heights Rd., at 9 
a.m. 


Battery is a misdemeanor and carries 


a maximum sentence of S500 fine or six 
months in prison or both. 


The president of the River Trails Dist. 


26 School Board has resigned to avoid 
certain income disclosures required by 
the Illinois "ethics law." 


Clarke Robinson, partner in the law 


firm of Kirkland & Ellis, said the law 
would require him to list certain sources 
of income for the entire firm. 


"I do not want to put our firm in that 


kind of position," he said as he an- 
nounced his resignation at a board meet- 
ing Thursday. 


The board then appointed three new 


board members, one to replace Robinson 
and two to fill vacancies from previous 
resignations. The new members are Syl- 
via Lurie, William Haase and Michael 
Sheyker, all of Mount Prospect. 


The new "ethics law" requires elected 


and appointed officials, including school 
board members, to file statements of 
economic interests with the Cook County 
clerk or Illinois Secretary of State. Dead- 
line for filing the forms, which would be 
available to the public, was Friday. 


BASED ON AN interpretation of the 


law from the secretary of state's office, 
Robinson said he would have to name the 
governmental units served by his firm in 
1971. Actual dollar income information 
would not be required, 


Robinson said he would also have to 


list tiie type of clients and the nature of 
services rendered them by the firm He 
said he did not know if he would have to 
list the actual names of the clients. "The 
guidelines of the law are ambiguous," he 
said. 


A Prospect Heights resident elected to 


the board in 1970, Robinson said he is 
sorry to resign. "It was a hard decision 
to make," he said. Robinson, 43, said the 
ethics law requirement was the only rea- 
son for his resignation. He lives at 510 
Grego Ct. 


A new board president'will be elected 


and three new members will take their 
seats at a board meeting Wednesday. 
Two of the seats that will be filled are 
those left by Alan Wallskog and Neil Le- 
Febvre. Both men, who resigned in June, 
moved out of the district. 


THREE OF THE current members 


started last April. Only Ted Wattenberg 
has served for nearly a year. 


A resident of Dist. 26 for two years, 


Mrs. Lurie, 34, of 122 Bonnie Brae Ave., 
has a bachelor's degree in history from 
Roosevelt University in Chicago and has 
done graduate work in history. She has 
one child and has served as a teaching 


assistant while a graduate student. 


William Haase, 1815 Camp McDonald 


Rd., has lived in the district for six 
years. A certified public accountant for 
Arthur Young & Co in Chicago, he has a 
bachelor's 'degree in accounting from De- 
Paul University and the University of Il- 
linois 


Haase, 35, said he volunteered for the 


board after being asked to serve people 
in the community. He said he has served 
as auditor and business advisor to other 
school districts and governmental bodies. 
He is past president of the Indian Grove 
PTA and Euclid-Lake Civic Association. 


A GRADUATE of St. Peter's College in 


New Jersey. Sheyker, 32, has a bach- 
elor's degree in accounting. He is presi- 
dent of the Metropolitan Key Punch Ser- 
vice in Chicago A father of three, he 
lives at 1306 Ironwood Dr. He said he 
became interested in the board "because 
I would like to look after my investment 
in the community." 


Terms for the three appointed mem- 


bers will end before the next school 
board election in April. Then they may 
choose to run for a three-year term or 
one year of the term left by Wallskog. 
Terms for Robinson and LeFebvre would 
have ended next year.

Northwest Suburban Council officials 


feel the Exploring segment for high 
school students has the greatest potential 
for future growth.

ALTHOUGH THE total membership in 


the BSA's Northwest Council is at an all 
time high, the percentage of possible 
members has been dropping. 


About 18,000 suburban youngsters be- 


long to the 'organization out of 68,000 eli- 
gible. At one point during the 1950's near- 
ly 50 per cent of all boys eligible to join 
were members. 


"We haven't kept up with the rapid 


growth in population of the Northwest 
suburbs," Allen said adding that some of 
the recent changes may lure more mem- 
bership The Northwest Suburban Coun- 
cil's long range plans project that one- 
third of all boys eligible will belong by 
1976. 


The suburban teenager is particularly 


difficult to recruit "because he has so 
many other activities," Allen said "But 
we have to offer something to compete 
with the activities and the spare time the 
youth has. 


Palatine Man Is 
Arrested, Charged 


Working on leads supplied by the 


Schaumburg police, officers from the 
Cook County Sheriff's Police arrested a 
25-year-old Palatine man last Wednesday 
who is wanted on a variety of traffic and 
deceptive practice charges in a number 
of area communities. 


Police said James L. Simpkins, 1012 


Heather Lea Dr., East, Palatine was 
charged in Schaumburg with forgery and 
deceptive practices stemming from the 
alleged use of bogus checks in a pur- 
chase at the Sears Roebuck store in 
Woodfield on June 12. 


Warrants for Simpkins arrest are also 


outstanding in Northfield for two counts 
of theft by deception, Elmwood Park for 
deceptive practice and Elmhurst for traf- 
fic violations. 


He is being held on S8.000 bond for the 


Schaumburg charges. 


Schaumburg police credited the alert 


action by Officers Larry Allison and Ron- 
ald Langhamer of the sheriff's police in 
making the arrest. The pair spotted a 
car reportedly driven by Simpkins near a 
bar in unincorporated Cook County. 


At the time of the arrest. Simpkins al- 


legedly was using identification and 
aliases with names of Richard A. Bel- 
lavia, 544 Ida Ct., Mount Prospect, Brian 
Rayner, and Ramierez. 


Schaumburg Del. William King was 


credited with developing the local infor- 
mation which led to the bulletin that was 
furnished to all suburban departments 
prior to the arrest. 


"There was never a more important 


time than today'' for the Boy Scouts of 
America," Allen said.

Appeal 
Delay 
Is Hit 


Schaumburg 
Township 
Supervisor 


Vern Laubenstein is hoping that an ap- 
peal to the State Supreme Court ex- 
pected to be filed this week will give 
township tax collectors back their jobs. 


Laubenstein, reporting to the board of 


a u d i t o r s Wednesday, expressed dis- 
appointment regarding progress of a 
lawsuit pertaining to the method of col- 
lection of taxes. 


Laubenstein explained he was irritated 


at the courts and not the attorney repre- 
senting Schaumburg and some other 30 
suburban townships. He reported that 
Phil McGuire is representing the town- 
ships in their appeal against Circuit 
Court Donald O'Brien's action, which 
stripped township tax collectors of their 
function. 


Laubenstein said when Judge O'Brian 


decided the collection would be handled 
by Cook County it was an expensive deci- 
sion. The supervisor said the same col- 
lector who was elected and offered to 
serve for S5,000 a year was paid over 
$11 000 for the same job when he was 
appointed as deputy collector for the 
county. 


Laubenstein called the action a politi- 


cally motivated issue and said the only 
hope for successful appeal is McGuire's 
plan to ask the State Supreme Court to 
assume jurisdiction on the appeal he will 
file this week. 
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No Progress Reported In Construction Dispute 


Nailing down a settlement in the three- 


c o u n t y carpenter-contractor dispute 
proved too difficult a task for negotiators 
last week. At week's end the respective 
bargaining ttams of the Chicago District 
Council of Carpenters and the Mid Amer- 
ica 
Regional Bargaining 
Association 


(MARBA) reported no progress toward a 
settlement. This followed a Thursday trip 
to Washington for a session before the 


federal Construction Industry Stabiliza- 
tion Committee (CISC). 


The CISC, as the administration's 


watchdog of wages in the construction in- 
dustry, called for last week's meeting in 
an attempt to clear up wage guidelines 
in the labor dispute. 


As the strike-lockout continued — work 


on some $1.5 billion in Chicago area con- 
struction projects was shut down. Work 


screeched to a half on homes, schools, 
office buildings and'highways. 


Measured in terms of manpower, the 


shutdown affects approximately 100,000 
construction workers. In addition to the 
striking carpenters in the Chicago Dis- 
trict Council of Carpenters (Cook, Lake 
of the Cement Masons Local 502 (Cook 
County) were also on strike. Another 
75,000 construction workers in the three- 
county area either refused to cross pick- 
et lines or were laid off because of a lack 
of work. 


NO DATE for a resumption of talks 


was set >as of late Friday, according to 
Francis F. Sulley, labor attorney for 
MARBA. After returning from the CISC 
conference, he said results were "in- 
conclusive. Both parties were urged to 
return to the bargaining table," he said. 
"But nothing was solved in Washington. 
MARBA is willing to grant the carpen- 
ters a wage increase but we continue to 


ask that in return we be given work rule 
modifications that will keep construction 
costs in line." 


The MARBA board of directors met 


Friday to plan further strategy in the 
wage and working rules standoff. 


Charlie Thompson, secretary-treasurer 


of the Chicago District Council of Car- 
penters, said Friday he had no report of 
c h a n g e in the strike-lockout, situ- 
ation. Bainus Poole of carpenters union 
Local 839 in Des Plaines said Friday he 
had heard of no progress in the dispute.

bargaining 
sessions 
are 


planned with area contractors, reported 
a spokesman for Cement Masons Local 
502 on Friday. 


Both the cement mason and carpenter 


spokesmen reported earlier that indepen- 
d e n t , non-MARBA contractors who 
signed new one-year contracts would not 
be affected by strikes and picketing. 


MARBA, representing 14 contractor as- 


sociations in the Chicago metropolitan 
area, offered carpenters a wage and • 
benefits increase amounting to 91 cents 
an hour. This would bring carpenter pay 
to $9.56 an hour, a 10.5 per cent bike over 
the present $8.65 an hour rate. Carpen- 
ters seek a $1.45 an hour increase in 
wages and benefits, a "16.7 per cent rise 
over the present rate. Both contractor 
and carpenter representatives seek work 
rule changes. 


A one-year wage and benefit increase 


of 53 cents an hour was offered by MAR- 
BA to Cement Masons Local 502. This 
would bring payments to $10.24 an hour, 
a .5.5 per cent increase over the present 
current $9.71. Although cement mason 
representatives .accepted this offer, they 
rejected the MARBA demand for a flex- 
ible lunch break period. The lunch break, 
according to present union rules, must be

Construction Strike 
Slows Down School Work 


The construction workers' strike has 


not critically affected the building of 
Dist. 211 Hoffman Estates High School 
and Dist. 214 Buffalo Grove High School, 
but the work schedules have definitely 
slowed down, 


Both schools are designed to hold 2,500 


students and are scheduled to open by 
September. 1973. Buffalo Grove High 
School construction is completely shut 
down, and Hoffman Estates High School 
is minus carpenters and laborers. The 
excavators, plumbers, electricians and 
heating and ventilating workers are still 
on the job. 


Hoffman Estates High School is being 


built on the north side of Miggins Road, 
west of Jones Road, and is expected to 
cost $7.6 million. Buffalo Grove High 
School is located at Arlington Heights 
and Dundee roads, and estimated cost is 
$10.5 million. 


"Every c!«iy the strike continues means 


an added day at the end of the scheduled 
work period." said Robert Weber, busi- 
ness manager of Dist. 214. Picketing be- 
gan at Buffalo Grove High School on 
June 23. and by June 26 all the workers 
were on strike. Weber said presently the 
work is on schedule, but further delays 
could put the work "at an extremely crit- 
ical stage." 


WEBER FEARS a protracted strike 


period would be impossible to make up. 
Around July 13 the construction progress 
will be reassessed to see how the work 
can best be finished by September, 1973. 


The steelwork, foundation and sewers 


were being constructed before the strike. 
Should the work fall far behind schedule, 
temporary plastic enclosures could be 


put up and work would cntinue through 
winter. 


The only complication might be pour- 


ing concrete. If the gound is frozen, the 
concrete for the upper floors might have 
to be poured first. 


The same problem exists at Hoffman 


Estates High School where it will be dif- 
ficult to finish the outside of the building 
before the winter frost if the strike lasts 
very long. Martin Plate, Dist. 211 direc- 
tor of research and information, said this 
must be done, or the entire process of 
finishing the interior will be upset. 


The roof deck is already behind sched- 


ule, slowing down other projects. Build- 
ing planners also wanted to plant grass 
seed to save the cost of sodding, but 
grass takes two years to grow. Plate 
said if the strike goes another 30 days, 
there will be a real doubt whether they 
can get a seed bed going. 


HE POINTED OUT that delays in each 


step delays other steps along the way. 
"If there are too many missing links in 
the schedule, we can't continue," he 
said. 


Nevertheless, Plate said there is still a 


good chance of finishing the building by 
September, 1973. Plans will be reas- 
sessed after about a month. There is still 
some elbow room to accommodate de- 
lays, but Plate said "it's gonna hurt 
eventually."

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'All Children Must Get Quality Education' 
Bakalis Warns Of 'Neglect' 


The public school system "is in for 


dangerous times." according to Michael 
Bakalis. state superintedent of public in- 
struction, unless the teachers, the school 
boards and public government work to 
"assure every child equal access to qual- 
ity education," 


Bakalis spoke at a luncheon meeting of 


the Schaumburg Rotary Club Friday. He 
stressed the fact that everyone involved 
in education must stand accountable for 
the ills in our public schools. 


"Across the state I have seen the same 


attitude." 
said Bakalis. "People feel 


there is something not quite right with 
the schools." 


Symptoms of this malady, according to 


Bakalis. are the threat of teacher strikes, 
student 
drop-outs, 
performance con- 


tracting and the tax revolt. 


"IN 1D72 less than 35 per cent of the 


school referenda passed. It's not that 
people aren't interested in education. 
They just can't continue to carry the tax 
burden." 


To correct the school problems Bakalis 


said the power behind education must be 
found, but. he added that ii difficult be- 
c a u s e 
"fragmentation." 
Taxpayers,

teachers, school boards, legislators — 
they all run the schools to some degree. 


As a first step towards remediation, 


the superintendent proposed his state 
education office take a leadership role. 
"I'm not saying we should create an all- 
powerful office. But we should provide a 
stimulus to make sure local districts are 
renewing their own capability to handle 
these problems." 


In addition, he said teachers should 


stand accountable by accepting a more 
relevant certification system. "Every 
teacher should have to show competency 


over the entire course of his career." 


As for the legislature, the Democrat 


charged the Republican-backed state aid 
formula is "totally inadequate. We ,will 
face a crisis in the fall unless we get a 
windfall such as revenue sharing." 


"Politicians," added Bakalis, "need to 


be more honest with the people." He 
blamed both gubernatorial candidates 
Dan Walker and Richard Ogilvie for 
promising they can increase education 
services without raising taxes, calling it 
a deception.

La^t month. Judge Edward Egan ruled 


the clause docs not order the state to 
provide 51 per cent funding. He added, 
"even if I decided that is what the Con- 
stitution meant. I don't oiee how I could 
have enforced it." Egan did not give 
cjuse for his decision, nor did he say 
what the state's financial responsibility 
is. 


The appeal calls for a reversal of 


Egan's order and a re-interpretation of 
the constitutional clause. Blase said he 
expects the case to come to court within 
thu next four or five months. 


The suit is more or less a local version 


of nationwide legal action challenging 
the constitutionality of the present sys- 
tem of school finance. The action was 
initiated by a California Supreme Court 
decision which said it is unconstitutional 
to place the burden of school budgets on

local property taxes. A similar case in 
Texas is now before the U. S. Supreme 
Court. 


Blase pointed out his suit calls for im- 


mediate payout from state coffers, while 
the supreme court suit "calls for a new 
method of financing which could take 
several yars to implement." 


Currently Illinois school districts, on 


the average, receive less than one third 
of their revenue from the state and more 
than half from local homeowners. Under 
this system the district with the most 
valuable property receives the most rev- 
enue and the child in the wealthiest dis- 
trict theoretically receives the best edu- 
cation. 


Blase's suit does not question the fair- 


ness or constitutionality of the present 
system. It merely calls for greater state 
support. The deterrent in the past for 
more state funding said Blase has been 
"the downstate guys who don't want 
Cook County to get more money.

Dean of the National Episcopal Cath- 
edral here, chose Palm Sunday to deliver 
a pulpit protest regarding Arabs, whom 
he claimed are being "deported, impris- 
oned without charge and deprived of the 
patrimony of their lands," by Israeli au- 
thorities. (No such charge has come 
from Abdal Aziz Zoubi, an Arab who has 
somehow escaped the persecution de- 
scribe by Sayre, to beome an Israeli cab- 
inet minister.) 


As a clincher. Dean Sayre charged that 


Israel's Jews. "Even as they praise their 
God," 
(a notable phraseology consid- 


ering the background of Christianity) 
"for 
the smile of fortune, begin almost 


simultaneously to put Him to death." 


This "Dean's Deicide" was promptly 


described by one D.C. newspaper as 
"painfully close to a very old. very fa- 
miliar line of the worst bigotry."

Churches deplored Sayre's sermon — in 
which he was seconded in another Palm 
Sunday anti-Israel outburst by the U.S. 


Senate's 
longtime pro-Arab Chaplain, 


Rev. Edward L, R. Elson of National

TWO OF THE ranking leaders of U.S. 


C a t h o l i c headquarters, 
Monsignor 


George Higgins and Father 
Edward 


Flannery, responded that they had just 
turned from Jerusalem-and after exten- 
sive inquiry found no such conditions. 
Neither priest is afraid or inept in either 
investigation 
or 
taking 
controversial 


stands. And they branded Sayre's con- 
tentions as "at best misleading and at 
worst, calumnious." (Sayre's office re- 
ported that the Dean was unavailable for 
comment — and that they could not re- 
call his having visited the Holy Land for 
the past ten years.) 


Dean Sayre, who has been attracting 


national headlines ever since the day he 
was born (in the White House, the grand- 
son of Woodrow Wilson), won the grat- 
itude of many Americans when in 1954 he 
blasted Sen. Joseph McCarthy as a "ma- 
licious imposter," and helped launch his 
downfall. 


Ten years later, he evoked more puz- 


zlement than gratitude by announcing 
from the pulpit that the two political par- 
ties had presented America with a "ster- 


ile choice" between Johnson and Gold- 
water. For since this sermon came in 
September, 
after 
both national con- 


ventions, it resembled one humor colum- 
nist's campaign, "Nobody For Presi- 
dent." 


Still the Dean attracted national head- 


lines — as he had when as a mere col- 
lege student at Williams, he announced 
his decision to enter the ministry, and 
again when he married the daughter of a 
U.S. Senator. 


ASIDE FROM THE fact that there are 


far more Arab than Jewish embassies in 
Washington, there seems to be no logical 
explanation for Sayre's ridiculous ser- 
mon. If the Dean wanted a genuine issue 
of atrocities in the Middle East, he could 
have consulted Gen. Lucius Clay's Com- 
mittee of Concern, as well as the French 
Inquiry Commission, for the sordid atro- 
cities being visited upon Jews by the Syr- 
ian Government. (Among the mildest of 
these is the New York Times' report that 
Syrian Jews are required to delete all 
references to Israel from their religious 
texts — a practice which Jerusalem's 
Anglican Bishop George Appleton con- 
firmed as advocated by Arab Episcopa- 
lians.)

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Unemployment Up. Time Running Out 
Nixon Facing Jobs Hurdle 


by DONALD F1NLEY 


WASHINGTON fUPl) - Time Is be- 


ginning to run oui on President Nixon's 
effort to get unemployment rates down to 
a more reasonable level before the No- 
vember presidential election. 


When Nixon took office in 11)69, jobless- 


ness was at a 20-year tow of 3.3 per cent. 
It began climbing in 1970 and for the past 
19 months has ranged from 5.8 to 6.1 per 
cent, stubbornly defying administration 
efforts to bring it down. 


Early last year the President predicted 


that his economic policies would reduce 
unemployment to 4.5 per cent by the 
middle of 1972. well in advance of his 
reelection campaign. Joblessness contin- 
ued to hover near 6 per cent, however, 
giving Democrats a potentially potent 
campaign issue. 


The administration has abandoned any 


hopes of reaching the 4.5 per cent unem- 
ployment goal by November. But with 
the economy beginning to pick up, pros- 
pects are good for some improvement 
that might blunt Democratic criticism. 


WHILE THE unemployment rate has 


proved difficult to reduce, the number of 
working Americans has continued to rise 
as more people enter the job market. To- 
tal employment increased 2.3 million in 
the past year to a record 81.4 million. 


Administration officials contend the 


trend cannot continue because "eventual- 
ly, you run out of people." They say that 
when the number of workers begins to 
level off, the jobless rate will fall. • 


There were S,092.000 unemployed in 


May when the jobless rate was 5.9 per 
cent for the third consecutive month. 


This is the seasonally adjusted figure. 


There actuality were 4,3-14,000 listed as 
unemployed in May, but this figure was 
revised to reflect the usual big jump of 
more than one million in June when 
schools let out, The seasonal adjustment 
process levels out these big monthly 
variations to provide a more uniform 
jobless figure from month to month. 


On either basis, the trend is being 


watched closely by both Republican and 
D e m o c r a t i c strategists because the 
plight of unemployed workers can in- 
fluence the political attitide of relatives 
and friends as well as their own votes. 


IN ADDITION, most union leaders op- 


pose the President's reelection and can 
be expected to cite the unemployment 
rate in urging their members to vote 
against him. How many will take that 
advice is another matter, of course.

jobless workers is teen-agers, who will 
be voting for federal candidates for the 
first time this year now that the voting 
age has been lowered to 18. 


In May, 15.7 per cent of the teen-agers 


seeking jobs were idle. That was a total 
of nearly 1.3 million. 


Sen. George S. McGovern of South Da- 


kota, the leading contender for the 
Democratic presidential nomination, has 
a strong appeal among young voters and 
expects to get most of these teen-age 
votes if he gets the nomination at Miami 
Beach next month. 


Blue-collar unemployment of 6.3 per 


cent 2,075,000 workers is nearly twice the 
white collar rate of 3.6 per cent (1,433,000 
workers). Most blue-collar workers nor- 
mally vote Democratic. But some could 
be frightened off by McGovern's stand on 
Vietnam, going instead to Nixon or to 
Alabama Gov. George C. Wallace if he 
decides to run as a third party candidate 
again. 


Unemployment among white 
collar 


workers, who tend to vote Republican, 
also could mean some problems for Nix- 
on, 


ONE OUT OF every five jobless work- 


ers is a Negro 1,031,000 of them, but few 
blacks are expected to vote for Nixon 
anyway — vunless Wallace -winds up on 
the Democratic ticket. 


Beyond that, predicting the voting pat- 


terns of unemployed workers becomes 
treacherous in the extreme. 


F o r instance, 548,000 construction 


workers were idle in May. That was a 
rate of 12.5 per cent, more than twice 
that of the rest of the work force. These 
hardhat workers normally would be ex- 
pected to vote Democratic with their 
blue collar colleagues. But many strong- 
ly support Nixon because of his tough 
stand on Vietnam. Many also support 
Wallace. 


Unemployment 
among 
professional 


and technical workers is unusually high 
at 2.4 per cent. This compares with 1.9 
per cent during the last serious recession 
in 1061. 


Many of the 273,000 unemployed work- 


ers in this category are engineers and 
scientists who lost their jobs in defense 
and aerospace cutbacks. While normally 
heavily Republican, many may 
vote 


against Nixon this time in protest. On the 
other hand, McGovern's calls for sharp 
cutbacks in military spending, which 
would mean fewer defense contracts, 
could scare some of them away from the 
Democrats. 


THERE WERE more than 3.3 million 


unemployed adults in May, but experts 
do not consider this as serious as the fig- 
ures might indicate since less than half 
of them, or 1.8 million, were heads of 
households. The rest were single persons 
or spouses trying to earn a second family 
income. 


Broken down by other categories, the 


May unemployment total included: 


White workers, 5.3 per cent unem- 


ployed, or 4,078,000; Negroes, 10.7 unem- 
ployed, or 1,031,000; adult men, 4.3 per 
cent, 2,072,000; adult women, 5.9 per 
cent, 1,742,000; married men, 2.9 per 
cent, 1,128,000; full-time workers, 5.6 per 
cent, 4,114,000; part-time workers, 8.1 
per cent, 1,003,000; factory workers, 6 
per cent, 1,249,000; wholesale and retail 
trade employes, 6.3 per cent, 963,000; 
farm workes on wages and salaries, 8.8 
per cent, 110,000; government workers, 
2.9 per cent, 401,000; and Vietnam War 
era veterans aged 20 to 29 years, 8.1 per 
cent, 338,000. 


Unemployment is concentrated mostly 


in states that went for Hubert H. Humph- 
rey in 1968 and thus may not make as 
much difference in November since any 
backlash 
against 
the 
administration 


would tend only to increase the Demo- 
cratic margin rather than reverse the 
trend in those states. 


THE 10 STATES with the highest 


unemployment rates are Alaska 12.7, 
Washington 11.1, Connecticut 9.4, Mich- 
iagn 9.1, Montana 8.9, Maine 8.8, Mas- 
sachusetts 7.9, Rhode Island 7.8, West 
Virginia 7.8 and Vermont 7.5. Humphrey 
won ail in 1968 except Alaska, Montana 
and Vermont. 


The 12 states with the lowest unem- 


ployment rates were Colorado. 2.9 per 
cent, Virginia 3.1, North Carolina 3.1, 
Georgia 3.4, Texas 3.5, Tennessee 3.8, 
Nebraska 3.8, Florida 3.8, South Carolina 
3.9, South Dakota 4,0, Mississippi 4.0 and 
Arizona 4.9. Nixon won all of them ex- 
cept Georgia and Mississippi, which went 
to Wallace, and Texas, which went to 
Humphrey. 


This same trend is shown even more 


vividly in the 150 largest metropolitan 
areas. The 10 with the highest unemploy- 
ment rates including Puerto Rico all 
were in states that went to Humphrey in 
1968. These were 
Muskegon-Muskegon 


Heights, Mich., 13.0; New Britain, Conn. 
12.7; Lowell, Mass., 12.5; Seattle, Wash. 
12.5; Waterbury, Conn. 12.2; Bridgeport, 
Conn. 11.8; Tacoma, Wash. 1.1.7,' Law- 
rence-Haverhill, Mass. 11.2; New Bed- 
ford, Mass. 10.3; and Fall River, Mass.

Only 3 of the 20 cities that now have 


the worst unemployment rates were in 
states that went into .Nixon's Column in 
1968. 


But 7 of the 11 cities with the lowest 
jobless rates voted for Nixon in 1968. 
They are Charlotte, N.C., KS);, Austin, 
Tex. 2.0; Roanoke, Va. 2.1; Richmond, 
Va.

Dear Dr. Lamb — With the exception 


of mild anemia, I have always been very 
healthy until I got the flu. I wasn't given 
antibiotics until a month later and I have 
had vomiting and spasms of the stomach 
muscles. Despite antibiotic treatment my 
eyes remain swollen and protruding, and 
I was diagnosed as having an overactive 
thyroid. I have teen taking a white pill 
called Tapazole for this. I go to the eye 
clinic every three months and have my 
eyeballs measured, What I would like to 


know is how did I get this and could this 
have been from the flu?Is it hereditary? 
I have no relatives with thyroid trouble. 
What is the life expectancy for a person 
with such a disease? 


Dear Reader — Apparently, your doc- 


tor does think you have an overactive 
thyroid, or he would not be giving you 
the white pill (Tapazole). First, let me 
say that antibiotics are of no value what- 
ever in the treatment of flu or any other 
real virus infection. Antibiotics are use-

fill in the treating of bacterial com- 
plications. Not getting penicillin 
has 


nothing to do with your thyroid problem. 


It is probably true though that your 


vomiting was associated with an over- 
active thyroid. It is also true that an ill- 
ness can trigger off an attack of over- 
activity of the thyroid if you already 
have the underlying problem. In people 
with long-term over-active thyroid prob- 
lems, the worst difficulties tend to come 
and go; frequently as attacks in the fall 
and spring. Sometimes the problem is 
worse after emotional strain, but there is 
no specific link between flu and an over- 
active thyroid. 


It is difficult to say what causes an 


overactive thyroid. There is some ten- 
dency for thyroid difficulties to occur in 
families, but not as a specifically inher- 
ited disease. 


THE MAIN symptoms of an overactive 


thyroid are a large appetite, associated 
with weight loss (if it were not'for a few 
other things, many people would like to 
have this), excessive nervousness, intol- 
erance to heat with excessive sweating, 
thin, dry skin, sometimes an increase in 
body temperature, fine hair, oyeractive 
digestive tract which may include vomit- 
ing and diarrhea, fast heart rate and in 
some people the pop eyes that you are 
describing. 


The prominence of the eyes is thought 


to be caused by a hormone from the pi- 
tuitary gland, underneath the brain and 
behind the eyes. This hormone over- 
stimulates the thyroid (thyrotropic hor- 
mone) and in some way the development 
of the prominent eyes. 


Most overactive thyroid problems can 


be controlled with modern medicine if 
the patient is diligent in following his 
doctor's instructions. So most individuals 
with these problems can expect to get 
along with a minimum of difficulty and 
remain gainfully employed and otherwise 
active.

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The Krizkas Of Red Wing Farm 


They Live In The Woods And Love It

Red Wing Farm is a little pared of 


horsey paradise set way back from the 
road and partially hidden in its woodsy 
setting. It seems cheerfully unaware that 
neighbors, traffic and noise arc still 
close by and this is still within the bound- 
aries of Des Plaines. 


For 9 years, Red Wing Farm has been 


home for Mrs. Joan Krizka and her 11 
children, two of whom are now married. 
They have grown up to the sight and the 
sound and the smell of horses. Their 
front yard is a riding ring; their back 
yard is the entire forest preserve. 


Their stable is inhabited by 23 beau- 


tiful riding horses, 20 of them boarders, 
three their own — two registered quar- 
terhorses and an Appaloosa mare. Their 
"back yard" is inhabited by the creat- 
ures of the woods, both small and large, 
the frequency of their appearance var- 
ying with the seasons. 


WHEN JOAN KRIZKA was a little girl 


of 5, she fell in love with the ponies ac- 
companying the traveling photographer 
who wandered down her Chicago street. 
As she grew older, the milkman's horse 
and the iceman's horse became her 
staunch friends — and she 
became 


furious if either driver used a whip. 


She inched her way into the horse busi- 


ness while still a child — cleaning stalls, 
grooming the animals, later escorting 
rides and driving hayracks. Later she be- 
came a barrel rider, participating in ro- 
deos and horse shows. She has barrel- 
raced in the second largest quartcrhorse 
show in the United States, held annually 
at the Chicago Amphitheater. 


"Horses have been my life . 


always will be," she said simply. 


and 


NOT SURPRISING then that horses 


became the main support of her large 
family, that each one of the kids has had 
a natural affinity for horses, not even 
terribly surprising that her married 
daughter was employed as a groom at 
the Arlington Race Track. 


And that leaves two young grand- 


children at Red Wing Farm five morn- 
ings a week to romp with her own young 
children while the older ones all lend a 
hand with the horses. There are stalls to 
be cleaned; 23 horses to be fed and 
groomed; a few to be exercised; the 
barn, house and property to be main- 
tained ; 10 to 12 tons of hay to be stacked 
every two months; and riding lessons and 
instructions to be given — these by Mrs. 
Krizka. 


FOR YEARS the Krizkas traveled all 


over Illinois and surrounding states, 
packing the children into a converted 
trailer and following the horse shows. 
The children now at home range in age 
from 2 to 18. They are taught to ride' 
about age 4, never before; any serious 
riding is not attempted until age 5. Her 7 
and 9-year-old sons will appear in horse 
shows this summer. Fourteen-year-old 
Joannie will perform in a youth show in 
July in Marengo, 111. 


What do you suppose Mrs. Krizka does 


in her prized moments of spare time? 
She rides. 


Equipped with saddlebags, binoculars 


dangling from her neck, she is up and 
out early of a Sunday morning to break- 
fast in the woods, to absorb its every 
mood in every season, whether it be 
glowing or weeping, steaming with heat 
or blanketed in snow. 


For nature knocks at the Krizkas' back 


door and begs to be shared. 


"FEW PEOPLE realize what a real 


wildlife refuge this is," she said. "The 
fawns are out now. As many as nine deer 
have come up to the back of the yard." 


The bridle path that trails through the 


woods behind their property runs from 
Wheeling all the way to the Maywood 
Trotting Track. On their rides there, they 
have seen rattlesnakes, have respectfully 
avoided a water mocassin guarding its 
young. They have glimpsed red fox in 
the forest, have watched huge turtles 
sunning themselves on river logs. 


They have watched in wonder as a 


swan at Lake Euclid adopted a Canadian 
goose and appointed itself her protector. 
They have stopped abruptly at the sight 
of a screech owl sitting 2% feet tall. 
Their eyes have followed hawks soaring 
and gliding their rhythmic strokes in the 
sky. 


And riding at night, they have listened 


as the air filled with frog music — the 
singing of the peepers. 


"THIS HAS BEEN a glorious year," 


said Mrs. Krizka. "Wildflowers have 
been so abundant, the forests have been 
literally carpeted in them. Mayflowers. 
Violets. I've never seen so many snow- 
drops in my life." 


Birds, too, have returned in great num- 


bers and flashing colors — cardinals, 
scarlet tanagers, Baltimore orioles — 
chattering the world awake at the crack 
of dawn. 


At Red Wing Farm another early riser 


pores over nature books, reads and stud- 
ies Audubon encyclopedias, for Mrs. 
Krizka's vast interest in the secrets of 
the woods is second only to her interest 
in horses. 


And horses are not just, her work, they 


are her passion. 


LIKE MOTHER, LIKE DAUGHTER — Joannie Krizka, 14, 
cne of I I Krizka children, loves to take to the wood: on 
her mother's Appaloosa mare, Sarcy, enjoying nature 


and polishing up her riding style at the same time. She 
is scheduled to participate in a youth horse show in 
Marengo this month.

Incinerator 


Is Undesirable 


Not A Very Inspiring Picture 


The Village of Arlington Heights 


will be taking precipitous and un- 
necessary action if it goes ahead 
with 
an 
administration 
recom- 


mended move tn build ;m incinera- 
tor within the village. 


The move to build an incinerator 


for Arlington Heights is based on 
what efficient administrators be- 
lieve will be the best thing for Ar- 
lington Heights. U'e believe the re- 
sponsibilities of the village as a 
whole extend beyond its own bor- 
ders and we further conclude that 
the problems of municipal waste 
cannot — and should not — remain 
with the province of one village to 
solve on its own terms. 


The question of an incinerator in 


Arlington Heights seems at first to 
be a simple question of expediency 
in the face of a growing mountain 
of garbage in the Northwest sub- 
urbs. Given just that dimension to 
the problem, the solution posed by 
t h e 
village 
administration 
is 


sound: a quick and secure answer 
in a S4.5 million burner which will 
reduce to ash not only the problem 
of garbage but the greater and 
thornier problem of mutual cooper- 
ation over waste disposal. 


In 
effect, 
should 
Arlington 


Heights build its incinerator as 
planned it will strive to go its own 
way in the face of mounting evi- 
dence that 
single 
communities 


need not seek indh idual solutions 
to this common problem. 


The incinerator taken at its face 


value is not a bad idea. It is hard to 
argue with the selection of the site 
despite the protests from Buffalo 
Grove. In fact, clean, efficient in- 
cinerators are now operating much 
closer to residential areas with 
little or no effect on the surround- 
ing homes. 


It is also unfounded to label the 


proposed incinerator as a hazard to 
the enviroment since it is indeed 
possible to create a burning unit 
which will meet federal standards. 


But. even given those positive at- 


tributes 
to 
this 
particular in- 


cinerator plan, we must emphasize 
that incineration as a method of 
waste disposal is in a great period 
of innovation and is only part of a 
nationwide, and worldwide, search 
for better ways to deal with gar- 
bage. 


If anything, an incinerator is now 


a testament to a proven but unima- 
ginative use of resources. At best it 
is an easy solution formulated by 
men unwilling to stray beyond con- 
ventional answers. Incineration is 
safe harbor for municipal employ- 
es who seek no end but efficiency, 
no result but the certainty that the 
cautious answer never comes back 
to haunt you. 


All over the country, serious men 


are promulgating answers to the 
garbage mess. Imaginative engi- 
ners are now making inroads into 
the whole question of resource re- 
covery and from their inquiries one 
simple fact remains true: Virtually 
every knowledgeable planner of 
municipal waste is buying time — 
perhaps less than a decade — until 
the technology of the industry 
makes recycling feasible, practical 
and attractive. 


In the meantime, there is an an- 


swer locally and it is better than 
any incinerator. Modern landfill 
techniques provide for a much bet- 
ter use of our garbage. Further, 
testimony that landfilling will not 
serve this area for at least another 
ten years is simply untrue. 


In short, the real answer to the 


incinerator question here is why 
bother? Why bother to spend $4.5 
million for short term solutions to 
a long term problem? Why bother 
to build an efficient anachronism 
when incinerator designers them- 
selves point to new and better uses 
for garbage? 


We believe full exploration of 


landfill 
sites 
throughout North- 


eastern Illinois has not yet really 
begun. And until all possible al- 
ternatives are studied, the last 
thing we need here is a municipal 
incinerator.

NEW YORK (UPI) - The larger 


American cities should .start getting tax 
revenue from the billions of dollars 
worth of real estate devoted to public 
schools, says a Boston architect. 


Richard Heydecker, whose firm, Kor 


slund. LeNormand & Quann, specializes 
in school projects, said the way to ac- 
complish this is for business and the 
schools to share use of the land. 


Several such projects have been built 


in New York and Philadelphia — high- 
rise apartment structures built on city- 
owned land with a school occupying the 
lower floors. The land itself is tax ex- 
empt but the cities collect substantial 
taxes on the apartment buildings, more 
than enough to pay the rent on the school 
space. 


Heydecker said he expects this trend to 


spread 
to Boston, Chicago, Detroit, 


Cleveland and other big cities, where 
public officials are desperately seeking 
to increase the property tax base. 


ALTHOUGH IT'S much simpler to 


work out such a multi-use project on 
city-owned land, it could be done on pri- 
vately assembled land tracts, Heydecker 
said. In that case, the land itself would 
pay taxes and the part of the structure 
containing the school space would be tax 
exempt. 


"But it would be more difficult for a 


private developer to initiate such a proj- 
ect and carry it to completion than for 
the city with its condemnation and taxing 
powers." Heydecker said. 


In addition to the need for more tax 


revenue through themultiple use of urban 
land, Heydecker said the architect in the 
public school field today is up against a 
staggering need to be realistic and eco- 
nomical. Capital outlays in the United 
States for public school building are 
dropping $200 million this year to $4.9 
billion, he said. 


"No longer can we afford to build pub- 


lic schools as lavish monuments," he 
said. "Our cities are desperate for mon- 
ey and their tax bases are diminishing 
yet the pupil load continues to grow." 


MOREOVER, IN some cities waning 


financial support is forcing the shutdown 
of parochial schools and thus increasing 
the burden on public school systems. 


Heydecker said all this means money 


must be saved by sensible remodeling of 
older schools or remodeling business 
structures. 
Buildings 
such as super- 


markets or department stores that have 
been abandoned because of lack of cus- 
tomer parking space can be altered to 
serve as grade schools instead of putting 
up sumptuous new buildings, he said. 


A lot of this has been done all over 


New England with vast savings, much of 
it by Heydecker's firm, and Heydecker 
said other urban regions will follow the 
trend. 


He said school planners already have 


changed their thinking about the size of 
new schools. "No longer do they want to 
build huge consolidated schools to which 
thousands of children must be hauled by 
bus over long distances," he said. 


"It is becoming accepted that from 


1.500 to 2,000 pupils is a much more prac- 
tical size from every point of view." 


The Independent Voters of Illinois 


(IVI) called upon the Illinois Commerce 
Comission to freeze telephone rates at 
current levels and to act to correct 
"some of the worst abuses found in any 
telephone company in the nation." The 
request came in a brief outlining IVI's 
case against Illinois Bell filed recently 
with the commission. 


Ellis 
Levin, IVI consumer affairs 


chairman, said, "Illinois phone users are 
currently paying rates which on a pretax 
basis make Illinois Bell the third most 
profitable Bell Company in the country. 
Illinois Bell is asking for even higher 
rates so that it can be the most profit- 
able." 


According to Richard Means, IVI attor- 


ney, IVf asked the commission to elimi- 
nate over 37 million dollars in waste 
from the Illinois Bell 'budget. These in- 
clude $4.2 million in advertising; S4.1 
million in public relations expenditures; 
$7 G million in free and reduced rate ser- 
vice to employes, about which Bell keeps 
no records; $6.35 million in excess prices 
paid Western Electric; $1.1 million in 
charitable contributions; $13.2 million in 


subsidies to those classes of service 
which face private competition; and ex- 
penses for, lobbying, payments of dues to 
social clubs. 


According to Means, IVI is not opposed 


to corporate charitable contributions but 
believes that such 
contributions should 


come out of company profit and should 
not be passed on to telephone subscribers 
who have no choice how their money is 
allocated. 


LEVIN CHARGED that under existing 


rates Chicago area subscribers are subsi- 
dizing downstate telephone service. "The 
larger jurisdictions in the state are pay- 
ing on an average 15 per cent higher 
rates than elsewhere in the country while 
the smaller jurisdictions are paying 6 per 
cent rates. 


The proposed rate Increase would wid- 


en this disparity, he said. "Bell is con- 
cealing 
from Chicago residents 
that 


these rates would increase the average 
residential bill a fantastic 51-54 per cent. 
They have told the press ttiat if tele- 
phone users begin using the phone less 
the increase would only be 27 per cent," 
Levin said.

If you're ever faced with flood waters 


threatening your home, there are a 
couple of thing.'- you can do to minimize 
damage — even though (he neighbors 
may think you're gone crackers 


Crackers? Well, what would you think 


if the authorities issued earnings that 
you'd soon have a foot or two of water 
surrounding your house, and you saw 
your neighbor Fred hook up the garden 
iiose and Start filling his furnace fuel-oil 
tank with water? 


Then, when he gets that full, he begins 


filling up the basement. A severe case of 
bats in the belfry? 


On the contrary, these are a couple of 


the most sensible things vou can do, says 
the "Journal of American Insurance." 
They're based on lessons learned from a 
study of the causes of damage in the dis- 
astrous Fairbanks. A'asfca, flood ot Au- 
gust. 1967. 


ENGINEERS FOl'ND. for example, 


that submerged fuel tanks, when only 
partially full, had sufficient buoyancy to 
rise to the surface, ripping out pipes and 
tubing as they came up. Oil leakage then 
added to the total damage. 


Even tanks buried in the ground 


"buoyed to the Mirface,'' like those in 
water-filled 
basements. 
In 
a 
flood, 


there's so much water in the earth that a 
tank will act as if it's submerged in wa- 
ter. And when this happened to fuel

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tanks buried in the yard near a founda- 
tion wall, it often created a great hole 
full of water whose pressure caved in the 
wall. 


As for the protection afforded by filling 


your basement with water, that again is 
because the surrounding earth is so per- 
meated by water that there's enough hy- 
drostatic pressure to break basement 
walls inward. If you fill the basement 
with water, there will be equal pressure 
on both sides of the walls. 


What's more, the engineers 
found 


homeowners were better off afterward if 
they had only relatively clean water to 
pump out of the basement. If flood wa- 
ters broke through and filled the base- 
ment, they generally had additional dam- 
age, and bigger clean-up problems, be- 
cause of the silt. 


BEDFORE FLOODING your base- 


ment, needless to say, you should re- 
move furnace and other electric motors 
to a place that will be high and dry. But 
if you don't have a chance to do this, 
prompt salvage action is effective. 


The study of the Fairbanks 
flood 


showed that 90 per cent of heating-sys- 
tem motors that had been submerged 
were functional again if promptly dried 
out, and cleaned and oiled as necessary 
— preferably by an experienced elec- 
trician. 


There's no such thing, of course, as a 


flooded home that doesn't suffer exten- 
sive damage. Precautions such as those 
above can only minimize damage. And 
until recently, homeowners couldn't get 
insurance against flood damage. 


Today, flood insurance is available in 


more than 400 communities in 36 states, 
says the Journal. Relatively few home- 
owners have taken advantage of it. Few- 
er than 60,000 policies have been issued. 


If you live in a flood-prone area, one of 


these policies might spare you a finan- 
cial catastrophe — having to finance out 
ot your own pocket repairs to a flood- 
damaged home that can run into thou- 
sands of dollars. Ask your local insur- 
ance broker about flood insurance in 
your community.

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Sports Critic Has Chance 
To Practice His Theories

BERKELEY, Calif. (NEA) - The mail 


has been coming in to Jack Scott. He is 
the new director of athletics and chair- 
man of the physical education depart- 
ment at little Oberlin College and will be 
taking office at the Ohio School this sum- 
mer. 


One of his first acts was to hire Tom- 


mie Smith as the track coach. Tommle is 
the Olympic gold medal sprinter who 
raised his right fist in a black power sa- 
lute on the victory stand at Mexico City. 


"To complete the job," wrote one lady 


to Scott, "why don't you hire Angela 
Davis to teach Americanism?" 


Such ctinldbc is not foreign to Scott, a 


balding young man of 30 with a blond 
wisji of mustache, who has been creating 
waves in the sports establishment of 
America since he first brought forth a 
paperback book called "Athletics for 
Athletes" in 1969. 


He followed it with a hardback, "The 


Athletic Revolution," collaborated with 
football dropout Dave Meggyesy on "Out 
of Their League" and identified himself 
with such other sports dissidents as 
George Sauer, Harry Edwards and Chip 
Oliver. 


Among the majority of men who ad- 


minister American sports, the mention of 
Scott is a dirty word. He is the "Commie 
radical" out to destroy competitive ath- 
letics with his revolutionary ideas that 
the athletes arc more important than the 
coaches or the owners. 


Actually in 1964. Jack Scott voted for 


Barry Goidwater as president ("I felt," 
he explains, "that Goidwater at least

was an honest man.") 


He has, by founding the Institute for 


the Study of Sport and Society in a little 
frame house just off the campus of the 
University of California, where he ac- 
quired a Ph.D. in sociology, attempted to 
study the spectrum of American athletics

in relation to a changing society. And 
what has come out until now has been 
primarily on the critical side. 


For example; 
"You 
can eliminate racism in sport 


without changing the structure of sports. 
If the sports structure wasn't so damn 
stupid and uptight, they would recognize 
that potentially the black athlete is an 
ally of the sports establishment, if they 
would only treat the black fairly, be- 
cause the blacks are so desperate in our 
society that if you give them a fair 
shake, most of them will come over to 
your point of view." 


Scott says he didn't hire Smith as 


track coach just because he's black or 
because he admired Smith's actions at 
Mexico City (which he did). He never 
met Tommie until four weeks before. 
Then he interviewed him thoroughly and 
was impressed with Smith's poise and 
dignity and desire to teach at a high aca- 
demic level (Smith, unheralded, has 
been ' coaching many of the country's 
leading track and field stars). In a year, 
Jack plans to elevate Tommie to athletic 
director and concentrate his own efforts 
in the physical education department. 


The significance of Scott's appointment 


at Oberlin is that for the first time it 
puts a leader of the radical ethic sport in 
a position to put theory into practice. 
The criticism of Scott has been that his 
views were always negative, that he 
didn't offer positive alternatives. 


"I felt it would be a cheap shot to say 


this is the way things should be done," 
he says. "Now, on a gut level, I enjoy 
this opportunity." 


He will have under his wing a com- 


prehensive program which fields teams 
in 14 different NCAA sports competitions, 
ranging from football and basketball to 
lacrosse and gymnastics. At his disposal 
is a plant which Includes 18 football and 
soccer fields and two gymnasiums. 


But Jack isn't abandoning his scrutiny 


of the sports establishment. A condition 
of his job is that he was permitted to 
transfer his Institute from Berkeley to 
Oberlin, where it will operate indepen- 
dently of the college, with Jack's wife 
Micki as the full-time adjutant, just as 
she has always been. 


Jack and Micki Scott also keep their 


dedication to sport physical by running 
six miles a day. Jack is a former track 
star, was a 9.6 sprinter whose career 
was aborted by injury. His penchants for 
running has been frustrated by locked 
gyms and stadiums. He and Micki were 
once arrested for scaling the wall at Syr- 
acuse to take a spin around the track. 


"Now," he says triumphantly, "I have 


the keys to the joint."

International Motorcross Visits Midwest 


International motorcross will come to 


the Midwest Sunday, July 23. Many of 
the top riders from around the world will 
converge on Turtle Park motocross lay- 
out on Wisconsin Highway 15, just north 
of Elkorn, Wis. 


Motocross is best described as cross- 


country motorcycle racing in which the 
rider and his machine are pitted against 
almost every type of terrain imaginable. 


Tht Turtle Park event is one of six 


that will make up the American Mo- 
torcycle Association's 2SOcc summer in- 
ternational motocross series — the Inter- 
AMA. (250cc is the engine restriction on 
the events; only motorcycles with a dis- 
placement of 250 cubic centimeters or 
less are eligible to compete.) 


Total guaranteed purse for the six 


races will be $50,000. That figure will in- 
crease depending upon the amount of 
contingency money available at each 
event. 


The international stars will come to 


this country during a more-than-one- 
nionth gap in the 1S72 Grand Prix sched- 
ule. They will compete in the Russian 
Grand Prix June 18 and will return to 
Europe in time for the Finnish Grand 
Prix August 6.

Teaming with Hallman 
will be Swedes Hakken Anderson and 
Arne Lindford. 


Europeans riding for the Husqvarna 


factory include Arne Kring, Torleif Han- 
sen, and Uno Palm, all of Sweden.

Englishmen Dave Bickers and Stuart 


Nunn also will be competing for a share 
of the large purses. Bickers rode a CZ to 
second overall in the 1971 U.S. summer 
series.

<>—What causes a heart attack? 
A—A heart attack is not primarily due to 


an abnormality in the heart muscle it- 
self, but rather is the result of disease in 
the coronary arteries which supply the 
heart muscle with blood. Like other ar- 
teries in the body, they are subject to 
deterioration, in what is called arte- 
riosclerosis or "hardening of the ar- 
teries." 


This occurs when deposits of fatty 


material build up in the inner lining of 
the arterial wall, gradually narrowing 
the channel through which the blood 
flows, much as accumulated rust will 
clog a water pipe. 


Q—Whal is a heart attack? 
A—When the narrowed arterial channel be- 


comes blocked 
by a 
blood 
clot 


(thrombus) the blood supply to a por- 
tion of the heart muscle is cut off. This 
muscle (myocardium) is strong and ac- 
tive, constantly contracts and relaxes, 
and demands an ample supply of blood 
and the oxygen it carries. The portion 
now deprived of its supply is severely 
damaged by the lack of oxygen. Most of 
the damaged muscle, known as an in- 
farct, will die, and scar tissue will form. 
The edges of the damaged muscle may 
be supplied by surrounding arteries and 
may recover. 


The term "heart attack" is the lay- 


man's way of describing this process. 
The medical terms for heart attack are 
coronary thrombosis, coronary occlu- 
sion, or myocardial infraction. 


Q—What causes arteriosclerosis? 
A—It tends to be most common in the 


middle years, although it can appear 
earlier. Heredity may be a contributing 
factor. An increase in the lipid (fat) or 


cholesterol content of the blood, cigaret 
smoking, and stress are suspected of 
links with arteriosclerosis. 


Q—What arc* ihr symptoms of a heart 


at lack? 


A—The most common symptom is severe 


pain and a sensation of pressure on the 
front of the chest, sometimes spreading 
'0 the arms or throat. The focal point is 
jnder the sternum (breastbone). 


The pain is usually accompanied by 


profuse sweating and sometimes by in- 
tense shortness of breath, nausea and 
vomiting. Occasionally the patient may 
become unconscious. Almost any of 
these symptoms alone might indicate a 
different disorder, but whenever they 
are present in combination, a doctor 
should be called promptly. 


Q—How is a hearl attack treated? 
A—The primary aim is to promote healing 


in the damaged tissue, which becomes a 
weak .section in the muscle wall. As heal- 
ing takes place, the injured area is re- 
placed by scar tissue, which gradually 
toughens until the heart is able to re- 
sume normal activity. That's why rest is 
the single most important element in the 
treatment of a heart attack. 


The doctor may give morphine to 


relieve pain in the early days of the 
attack, and oxygen may be adminis- 
tered. In some instances Ihe patient is 
given anticoagulant drugs to prevent 
formation and spread of clots. 


If the coronary arler> is blocked, how 
can the blood supph to the heart be 
resumed? 
, 


The coronary artery is not a single ves- 
sel, but a network of branching vessels. 
When some branches 
become con- 


stricted 
by 
arteriosclerosis nearby 


arteries expand, and tiny new branches 
open up to deliver blood to the heart 
muscle. This phenomenon is called tin- 
development ol collateral circulation. 


Sometimes collateral circulation is 


developed concurrently with the arte- 
riosclerosis process, so a person mav 
have deterioration in some ol his corona 
ry art one- without ever sullermg heart 
symptom-. In other patients, ihesubsti 
tute circulation does not lake over until 
alter an artervna-ix.-en bfocitcci and the 
heart imiscii' 11;»^ Inn-n damaged. In 
these cases, establishment ol adequate 
collateral circulation N an important 
component of the healing process. 


. 


Q—What is the outlook for the person 


with a heart attack? 


A— For most people it's good. Heart attacks 


are fatal in only a minority of cases, and 
those who survive the first few hours or 
days have an increasingly favorable 
prognosis. The length of the healing pro- 
cess depends on the size of the artery 
involved, severity of the attack, and 
presence or absence of complications. 


The average patient should expect to 


stay in the hospital several weeks. Ac- 
tivity is resumed gradually. The diet 
may be restricted, either to lose weight, 
restrict intake of cholesterol and-or salt, 
or for all these purposes. Most patients 
can anticipate a return to full time work 
and normal family life, though they may 
be advised to be moderate in all activi- 
ties, and to avoid over-eating and 
over-exertion. Mild exercise is not only 
permitted, but usually encouraged. 


Q— If 1 have had one heart attack, does 


that mean I will certainly have others 
later on? 


A—Not necessarily. Second attacks do oc- 


cur, but are not predictable with cer- 
tainty in the individual patient. How- 
ever, the cardiac patient who faithfully 
follows his doctor's instructions does 
strengthen his chances of avoiding a re- 
currence. Many persons have had only 
one coronary, lived until an advanced 
age, and then died of something totally 
unrelated. 


«v 


Exercise should be regular, not in weekend bursts 


(}—Is angina the same as a hearl attack? 


A— No. although in both the heart muscle is 


not getting an adequate blood supply. 
Angina (technically called angina pec- 
toris or coronary insufficiency) is a pain 
in the chest, due to a temporary lack of 
adequate oxygen by a portion of the 
heart muscle. Unlike a heart attack, the 
blood is not cut off completely and the 
heart muscle is not damaged. However, 
a narrowed coronary artery, though or- 
dinarily adequate, may prove incapable 
ol supplying enough blood to the heart 
when the patient is physically active. 
Thus the pain characteristically conies 
on with exercise and is relieved by 
standing still or sitting. It can also be 
brought on by excitement. Some persons 
with angina may have a heart attack, 
but many people have mild angina- for 
years and never have an attack. 


y—(Ian anjthing be done to relieve ang- 


ina? 


A—Yes. it can be relieved promptly by nil- 


ni glycerine tablets, which dilate the co- 
ronary arteries. 


Patients are usually advised to take 


this betore engaging in vigorous physical 
activity. Some angina sufferers must 
curtail, their physical activity, stopping 
short of the type of exertion which pro- 
duces pain. More frequently, they are 
advised to take a moderate course with 
respect to exercise, resting when neces- 
sary and avoiding anything excessively 
strenuous. 


ty—What i- hearl failure? 
A—This describes what happens when the 


heart'.- blood-pumping efficiency is re- 
duced. It is not a total failure, but a 
weakness of hearl function, and it usual- 
ly develops because of a disease such as 
tiiV, blood pressure or a leaking heart 
v. .ve. Blood pressure in the veins goes 


p. because the heart canetni pump. 


away all the blood they carry to it. Be- 
cause the circulatory system is below 
par. some fluid in the blood may seep 
out and accumulate in surrounding Us- 
Mies, causing edema or swelling 
a 


common symptom of heart failure. The 
fluid frequently collects in the legs and 
ankles, but ft may also go to the lungs, 
causing uncomfortable and sometimes 
alarming shortness of breath.

Q—(!an heart failure be relieved? 
A—Yes — although the most important as- 


pect of treatment is to find and treat the 
underlying cause. Patients are usually 
given digitalis, which has a seemingly 
magic power to increase the strength of 
the heart's contractions. They may be 
given a diuretic to stimulate kidney ac- 
tion and thus reduce edema. Patients 
are urged to slow down their pace of 
living, to ease the strain on a heart 
which is already having difficulty carry- 
ing its load. A salt 
restricted diet is 


often ordered. 


Q—('an diet prevent hearl attack? 


A—There is no guarantee that any specific 


course of action will prevent a heart 
attack. However, many doctors, noting 
the association of heart attacks with a 
high blood cholesterol level, believe a 
reduction in cholesterol is a wise pre- 
caution. 


This means to avoid animal fats, 


butter, cream, and other high - choles- 
terol foods such as eggs, shell tish, liver, 
kidney, and brains. Fish and poultry 
contain less saturated fat than meat. 
The animal fats are replaced by polyun- 
saturated fats — such as liquid vege- 
table oils and low - saturated margarines 
— which lower blood cholesterol. There 
is also a medicine, clofibrate, which 
tends to lower the blood cholesterol. In 
any case, it's wise to control the weight, 
since overweight persons are partic- 
ularly prone to heart disease. 


A—Is smoking bad for the heart? 


A— Yes. in the opinion of most doctors. In 


one significant study, the health of more 
than 4UUO men — all free of coronary 
artery disease at the outset — was tol- 
lowed for six years. The death rate for 
cigaret smokers was more than three 
times that ot non-smokers, and 
the 


primary cause was heart disease. Smok- 
ing increases the turbulence of blood 
flow and thus speeds arterial damage. 


It also seems to increase the level of 


fatty acids in the body, and to increase 
the tendency ol the blood to clot. All 
these changes may set the stage for a 
heart attack. 


^—Does emotional tension cause hi»;irl 


trouble? 


A—The popular image of a person collaps- 


ing ot a heart attack alter an emotional 
shock is not supported by medical expe- 
rience. But emotional Factors do play a 
significant role in heart disease, for ex- 
ample, angina pains are oft-°n Drought 
on by excitement and stress. Emotional 
instability may hasten the .development 
of high blood pressure, oR*n associated 
with heart disease. 


Emotional tranquility is a "must" 


during the period of rest alter a heart 
attack. Perhaps the most significant 
emotional factor in heart disease is the 
unwarranted fear which haunts those 
who have had one coronary. Fear of 
bringing on another attack can make 
"cardiac cripples" of persons who, with 
a healthier mental attitude, could look 
forward to normally active and produc- 
tive lives.

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Unit District Wouldn't Help 
Area, School Official Says 


Unification of elementary and high 


school districts holds little if any benefits 
for Schaumburg Township Elementary 
School Dist. 54, one of the largest dual 
districts in the state, said Donnie Rudd, 
board of education member. 


Rudd, who chaired a unification com- 


mittee meeting Thursday, said he will 
present a formal report to the board of 
education Aug. 3 and does not expect the 
committee to meet again. Other mem- 
bers are Board member Sherwood Spatz 
and Wayne Schaible, superintendent of 
schools. 


The summation of advantages and dis- 


advantages shows minimal temporary fi- 
nancial benefit from the state and no 
educational benefits from unit district 
formation said Rudd, 


Rudd is sure dual districts will receive 


state aid equality through legislation or 
the courts within two years, if not soon- 
er. He pointed out that Dist. 54 as a bulk 
buyer district now, receives maximum 


discounts on purchases. 


AS A UNIT distrcit Dist. 54 would re- 


ceive about $3 million more in state aid. 
However, if it were- part of a un\t district 
it would also mean an increase in teach- 
ers salaries and this could eat up the 
increase in state aid, said Rudd. 


Rudd's report will be sent to Palatine 


Township Elementary Dist. 15 and High 
School Dist. 211, serving both Palatine 
Schaumburg townships. 


Unit district formation for Dist. 54 


would cheat the elementary classes, said 
Rudd. Lower grades would be down- 
graded for the benefit of high school 
classes to provide goodies such as high 
school and athletic programs," said 
Rudd. 


"If the budget gets too tight and ele- 


mentary salaries take up about 60 per 
cent of the budget and high school 
classes about 40, it would be logical to 
cut the bigger figure," he said. 


"SO, THE elementary classes increase 


in size while high school classes remain 
the same," he added. 


Rudd admits better articulation be- 


tween elementary and high school dis- 
tricts is something unification solves. 
"However, there is no reason, with prop- 
er direction, our high school district and 
elementary districts can't get together," 
said Rudd. 


Dist. 54 now has over 13,000 students 


and Rudd said within the next 10 to 15 
years enrollment should reach between 
20,000 and 35,000. 


"If Dist. 54 unified with Dist. 211 right 


now the unit district would have an en- 
rollment of 30,000," said Rudd, "and be- 
come a district much too big." 


Optimum enrollment for unit districts 


has been suggested at 20,000, said Rudd. 


"If we unify we would have to det 


centralize right away, so why unify?" 
asked Rudd. 


Lack Of Pool Vote Support Chastised 


The High School Dist. 211 School Board 


was chastised Thursday by Lyle John- 
son, past board member, for not giving 
stronger support to a referendum propos- 
al for an indoor swimming pool at the 
new Hoffman Estates High School. 


The pool proposal was rejected by resi- 


dents of the Hoffman Estates Park Dis- 
trict in a June 10 referendum, A tenta- 


tive agreement made before the referen- 
dum called for the park district to pay 
pool construction costs while the school 
and park districts would share operation 
and maintenance costs. 


The pool-school site is located on the 


north side of Higgtas Road, west of Jones 
Road in Hoffman Estates. Construction 
of the district's fifth school began last 


;Howie' Bids Revealed

in the bargain are clear title and zoning 
"satisfactory both to local authorities 
and to the buyer." 


Howie is among assets of the defunct 


City Savings Association of Chicago, put 
into federal receivership by Campbell in 
1968. The receivers now are in the pro- 
cess of selling all assets, the proceeds of 
which are to be used to pay off lien-hold- 
ers on the Howie site and repay depos- 


itors in the bankrupt institution a share 
of their savings. 


Final offers are due before Campbell 


at 2 p.m. July 17. He instructed Steve 
Baswiner, attorney for the receivers who

Could Be Hazardous To Children 
Residents Are Upset About Culverts

A group of neighbors in the Winston 


Knolls subdivision are upset about poten- 
tial dangers in their area. 


The neighbors, all residents living 


along Firestone Drive, are concerned 
about .a set of plugged-up culverts which 
run under Concord Lane, a smaller 
street which splits off Firestone Drive. 


It is possible a small child could drown 


in there, declared Mrs. Lee Harris, 304 
Firestone Dr. Mrs. Harris was referring 
to the creek which theoretically sends its 
water through the culverts. 


Because the culverts are plugged, the 


water "just stagnates," Mrs. Harris 
claims. 


"If the water was free-flowing, 
it 


wouldn't be so much of a danger," the 
mother of two said. 


THE NEIGHBORS, in short, want the 


culverts unplugged. The say the situ- 
ation, especially after rains and during 
the thawing season, is definitely a safety 
hazard to small children in the area. 


And, they add, during the dry season 


the creek bed is a bed of mud and a 
health hazard. 


"Recently I saw seven kids swimming 


there," said Mrs. Brian Yackey, -302 
Firestone Drive. "They were covered 
with mud and, boy, did they smell." The 
site is an "eyesore," Mrs. Yackey said. 


The neighbors, though they have at- 


tempted a couple of times, claim un- 
plugging the culverts and keeping them 
unplugged is not their responsibility. 


CONCEDING the culverts remain a 


liability of his company, Leonard Frank, 
a vice president of Centex-Winston Co., 
said, "I don't contemplate any physical 
activity out there for sometime." Be- 
sides, Centex cleaned the culverts last 
fall, Frank said. 


Concord Lane remains a private street 


owned by Centex-Winston. Hoffman Es- 
tates Village Mgr. George Longmeyer 
explained the street is scheduled to be 
dedicated to the village. 


At this time, he added, it is his 


understanding the maintenance 
of the 


culverts 
remains the 
responsibility of 


Centex-Winston. He indicated the village 
will be reluctant to accept the street un- 
less the culverts are cleaned and in good 
repair. 


Frank said one problem wth the cul- 


verts is that, according to his engineer's 
reports, the bottom of the ditch contain- 
ing the water is above the culvert pipe. 


THUS, HE EXPLAINED, the culverts 


fill with silt rather fast. 


Though presently owned by Centex 


Winston, the creek area has been prom- 
ised to the Hoffman Estates Park Dis- 
trict, explained Al Binder, park district 
director. Binder said he expects the land 
to be deeded over to the district within a 
month. 


Contained in the S600.000 park improve- 


ment referendum recently passed by vot- 
ers is $20,000 for improvements in the 
Winston Knolls area, Binder said. 


Some of this money will be used to 


clean up creek beds. 


It is conceivable, Binder said, that 


some of the money might be used to re- 
lieve the silting situation at Concord 
Lane.

Legislative approval of a $30 million 


parochiaid package may channel state 
grants into the Northwest 
suburbs as 


early as September, predicts Rep. Eu- 
gene Schlickman, R-Arlington Heights. 


The three-part bill was passed by the 


House and sent to the governor Wednes- 
day. According to Schlickman, "there is 
no doubt the governor is going to sign the 
bills, but he will not be able to until he 
returns from an out of town trip. He is 
expected back next week." 


Effective July 1, the legislation is iden- 


tical to another package passed by the 
legislature last November. Gov. Ogilvie 
approved the package after sending it 
back to the legislature with an amen- 
datory veto. 


Implementation of the bills was de- 


layed, however, by Auditor Michael 
Hewlett's call for a court test. In 
January the Illinois Supreme Court re- 
fused to rule on the legislation because it 
did not take effect until this July. The 
court added it would probably find the 
legislation unconstitutional in a retest, 
because the governor exceeded his power 
to recommend specific change. 


TO AVOID COURT dismissal of the 


legislation on a technicality (the amen- 
datory veto), the bills in their amended 
form were resubmitted to the legislature 
in April as a new package. 


Once the new legislation is signed by 


the governor, Schlickman said it is likely 
Hewlett will again refuse to release the 
state funds. "This would give proponents 
of the legislation grounds for going to 
court. If we follow'the same route of the 
last package, we could expect a court 
decision within a couple of months." 


The first part of the legislation allots 


$20.5 million for the purchase of text- 
books and auxiliary services. The books 
and services are distributed by public 
schools to private schools. The public 
schools are reimbursed by the state for 
the expense. 


$4.5 million scholarship support has 


been slated for low-income students who 
wish to attend non public schools. Par- 
ents turn in a voucher to a public school 
for the grant and the public school is, 


again, reimbursed by the state. 


IN THE THIRD part of the bill, $5 mil- 


lion has been allocated for cooperative 
programs between private and public 
schools. The state pays a grant directly 
to the public sector of a cooperative, 
which then distributes and administers 
the funds. 


In its original form, the legislation 


called for direct aid to the private 
schools. By making payment to the pub- 
lic schools, Schlickman said the aid does 
not involve "excessive entanglement be- 


tween church and state." 


While the parochiaid proponents may 


have avoided the entanglement issue, 
they still expect to face another con- 
stitutional question. According to Schjick- 
man this question involves use of state 
funds for religious education. 


"The first amendment to the U.S. Con- 


stitution states there shall .be no ad- 
vancement or inhibition or religion," 
said Schlickman.

A Buffalo Grove policeman, a few vil- 


lage employes and some curious young- 
sters looked on Friday morning as a 
truck unloaded dirt into a concrete sew- 
age settlement tank in the village.

HUD OKs Park Purchase 
Of Hillcrest Slough Area 


The Prospect Heights Park District 


has received a letter of consent from the 
Department of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment (HUD) to begin negotiations 
for acquisition of the south area of the 
Hillcrest Slough and development of four 
park sites. 


According to Ron Greenberg, park su- 


perintendent, the district wants the 11.6- 
acre south Hillcrest slough site to be de- 
veloped into a recreation area "We hope 
to be able to have light fishing and boat- 
ing and maybe some sailing and fishing 
classes there," he said, adding that once 
the park district has the land, it is cer- 
tain to be preserved. 


The park district is looking for reim- 


bursement from HUD for money spent in 
acquiring the south slough and buying 
and installing about $8,000 worth of play- 
ground equipment at East Wedgewood 
and South Old Jewel parks. 


Funds are also sought for the nearly 


$6,000 used for seeding and grading of 
Boy Scout Park, and development of a 
fourth site leased from Commonwealth 
Edison Co. located at the southwest cor- 
ner of the Country Gardens area near 
Schoenbeck Road at a cost of about 
$16,000. 


GREENBERG COULD not estimate 


the total dollar figure for acquiring the 
south slough because negotiations with 
the owner have just begun If an agree- 
ment is not reached for sale of the land, 
the district will file for a condemnation 
suit comparable to the one filed against 
the owners of three land parcels totaling 
2.1 acres adjacent to Lions Park, Elm 
Avenue and Camp McDonald Road last 
year. 


Prospect Heights parks are eb'gible to 


receive a 50 per cent refund from HUD 
for money spent in purchasing and devel- 
oping land for recreational use under 
their current open Space Land Program 
classification. 


The letter received June 14 however is 


not a commitment from HUD that the 
projects will be funded 


Even if no funds are received, the proj- 


ects will continue as planned, Greenberg 
said, adding that it is hoped HUD will 
reimburse the district but that the cur- 


rent plans will be earned out even if 
they are not 


"THE LE'TTER means only that we 


are authorized to proceed with negotia- 
tions and developing the sites," said 
Greenberg "We are proceeding at our 
own risk. HUD is telling us that we aie 
still eligible for the funds but not that we 
are definitely going to get them " 


According to Greenberg, HUD will de- 


cide whether to send the funds based on 
an application for the actual funding to 
be sent within the next few weeks 


He added that there would be probably 


no word on the decision until Decembei

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Concrete Sewage Tank, Site 
Of Drowning, Being Filled In 


by RICH HONACK 


A Buffalo Grove policeman, a few vil- 


lage employes and some curious young- 
sters looked on Friday morning as a 
truck unloaded dirt into a concrete sew- 
age settlement tank in the village. 


It was the same tank in which seven- 


year-old Michael Makkay drowned less 
than 20 hours before. 


The youngster was pronounced dead on 


arrival at Northwest Community Hospi- 
tal after Buffalo Grove firemen and hos- 
pital personnel did everything possible to 
revive him. 


Michael, the son of Mr. tmd Mrs. Vic- 


tor F. Makkay, 388 Melinda Ln,, Buffalo 
Grove, attended Joyce Kilmer School. He 
was to be in the second grade in Septem- 
ber. 


IT IS NOT known how long Michael 


was at the bottom of the settlement tank 
before being pulled out by Lt. Robert 
Krause of the fire department. 


Police said about 2 p.m. a little boy 


came Into the village hall and asked for 
help, He was directed to the police de- 
partment, where officials had a hard 
time understanding what he needed. 


"He kept saying something like 'bro- 


ken jaw, broken jaw," and started point- 
ing to the field where the settlement tank 
is located," said Police Chief Harold 
Smith. "So we sent two units to the 
area." 


According to Patrolman Ralph Wag- 


ner, he and Patrolman William Fischer 
began combing the area looking for the 
child. Some of the children in the area 
said it was a Little boy and others said it 
was a girl, 


Wagner noticed a group of children

Wagner looked at the water in the tank 


and said he didn't notice anything irregu- 
lar. He said he then looked over at the 
lagoon just north of the tank and noticed 
the water there was still. 


Wagner said he also thought the child 


may have been caught in Buffalo Creek, 
in which case he would have floated 
downstream. 


By this time, Patrolman Fischer and 


the fire department had arrived. Fischer 
jumped into the tank, which contained 
almost six feet of water. Lt. Krause fol- 
lowed. 


LT. KRAUSE said he took one step and 


found the boy's body. 


Firemen outside the tank immediately 


began to administer emergency treat- 
ment to the boy, and continued all the 
way to the hospital. At the hospital, ef- 
forts to save the youth continued, but to 
no avail. 


Following the recovery efforts police 


took John Kirk, 6, of 347 Melinda Ln., to 
the station to try to piece together what 
happened. 


According to police, the youngster said 


he saw Mike's bike by the water. He said 
he went down to the water to look for 
him and saw him trying to get out. 


POLICE SAID the youngster told them 


Mike was alone and after seeing him in 
the water he ran to a friend's house on 
Raupp Boulevard to get help. 


Police said the Kirk youngster than 


ran home because he was scared. 


Police continued the investigation Fri- 


day morning. 


Fateful Sewage Tank Was 
Ordered Closed In October 


by RICH HONACK 


The abandoned sewage settling tank 


that claimed the life of seven-year-old 
Michael Makkay last Thursday was or- 
dered closed by Buffalo Grove trustees 
last October. 


Village Mgr. Daniel Larson was di- 


rected by the board to inform Albert 
Frank of the former Buffalo Utility Co., 
(owners of the property) that the entire 
treatment plant was to be "abated, 
demolished and removed." 


Larson said Friday he assumed the ba- 


sin had been filled in. "Frank said he did 
the job and I never checked it," Larson 
said. 


Larson said he's been working with 


Frank on plans to drain the lagoon just 
north of the basin. "We are working to 
get that drained, but don't know when 
we'll get to it," he said. 


IN THEIR MEETING last Oct. 18 the 


trustees called the area west of Buffalo 
Grove Road and south of St. Mary's 
Church a public nuisance. In a letter to 
Frank, Larson warned that if action to 
clear the area was not taken within three 
weeks after the notification, the owners 
would be fined. 


In a return letter Frank said the board 


was wrong in attempting to declare the 
area a public nuisance. 


Frank stated in his letter that village 


employes were leaving the gate to the 
area open after more than $1,000 was 
spent on fencing there. 


He also suggested it would not be out 


of order for the Buffalo Grove police to 
provide a minimal amount of protection 
to property owners in the area. He said 
that would reduce the amount of van- 
dalism to his fences. 


In regard to the lagoon, Frank stated 


last October, "We were never asked, 
never agreed to, and do not intend to 
drain the lagoon or fill it in until we are 
ready to develop the property to its high- 
est and best use. 


"Until such a time we think it obvious 


that the lagoon is an ecological and aes- 
thetic benefit to the entire area." 


HE ADDED that at the time of the let- 


ter he was receiving bids from salvage 
companies to remove facilities in the 
area, the lagoon not withstanding. 


He said he hoped dismantling could be- 


gin "in the near future." 


Frdnk was unable to be reached for 


comment at his office on Friday. 


Larson said Friday, "Much work has 


been done on the site and that is why I 
thought the treatment basin was taken 
care of." 


Just as Larson made that statement a 


truck could be seen pulling into the site 
where Makkay had drowned. One of the 
men riding in the truck said he was or- 
dered to get the treatment basin filled in 
by the end of the day.

THE TRUSTEES will review the plan 


commission's recommendation to rezone 
Cambridge Country Side units 1-7 from a 
multiple-family to a single-family classi- 
fication. 


Village Mgr. Dan Larson will present a 


staff report regarding water system con- 
nection fees. The board will direct Vil- 
lage Atty. Richard Raysa to prepare an 
ordinance following the decision. 


Larson also will give the first monthly

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Remember Your Boy Scout Days? Times Have Changed

They've added a splash of red to the 


olive drab, initiated members of the fair- 
er sex and even dropped the word "boy" 
from their literature 


Boy Scouts of America, an institution 


of which one boy in every four in the 
United States is a member, has adopted 
some changes it's soldierlike image. 


"We've made several 
modifications 


recently," said Toby Rhodes, director of 
the Chicago Council where 81,000 boys 
are members. "We don't read topogra- 
phical maps much anymore," he added, 


"because they don't mean anything to a 
city youth." 


Instead, members 
of Scout packs 


throughout Chicago learn to read Chi- 
cago Transit Authority schedules and 
city maps. "These have meaning to the 
metropolitan boy. They learn how to get 
from home to the Loop . . . something 
they can use." 


THE TERM "boy" has been dropped 


in Scouts in favor of merely Scouting. 
Cub Scouts is called Cubbing while Ex- 
plorers, for upper teenagers, is referred 
to as Exploring and has adopted a coe- 


ducational stature. 


"The word (toy) had a poor con- 


notation for minority groups and inner 
city'kids," Rhodes said. The corporate 
name, Boy Scouts of America (BSA), 
however, will remain. 


Today's Scouts have the option of 


wearing a red beret as part of the stan- 
dard uniform as well as other headgear, 
brightening up the traditional olive at- 
tire. 


And in addition to physical and generic 


changes, the organization is moving 
from the campground to the class- 
room. "We're educational rather than 


recreational," said Arthur Allen, Scout 
executive of the North'west Suburban 
C o u n c i l headquartered in Arlington 
Heights. "We've always been that way 
but nobody realized it. The heart of what 
we're trying to get across is character 
training . . 
leadership and better citi- 


zenship." 


BUT THE presentation is slightly dif- 


ferent than it used to be, now featuring 
individualism rather than mass pro- 
grams. "We advance a youth into his 
own area of interest . . 
his own merit 


badge area," Allen added. 


He feels the attitudes of Scouts have 


changed over the years, leading to the 
modifications in scouting. "Kids want a 
part of the decision-making process and 
they also want a choice of what they are 
going to do," he said. 


The ntw format of exploring offers 


Area industries may sponsor a field 
trip to their plants for Explorers who 
show a special interest in a particular 
field 


Exploring initiated its first females in 


April because as Rhodes said, "We found 
that teenage boys are interested in girls 
and vice versa. They work together and 
have social activities." Nancy Ames of

ALTHOUGH THE total membership in 


the BSA's Northwest Council is at an all 
time high, the percentage of possible 
members has been dropping. 


About 18.000 suburban youngsters be- 


long to the organization out of 68,000 eli- 
gible. At one point during the 1950's near- 
ly 50 per cent of all boys eligible to join 
were members.

Burning Site Closing Causes Problems 


The decision to close the Cook County 


Forest Preserve District burning area 
near Wheeling has created "critical" 
problems for Mount Prospect, according 
to Dave Creamer, director of public 
works. 


The burning site has been used by area 


municipalities and private arborists for 
the disposal of dead or diseased trees. A 
newly installed aircurtain destructor at 
the site has proven too costly to operate 
and since the alternative — open burning 
— is illegal, the site is being closed down 
tomorrow. 


Most of the problems that Creamer 


sees involve money. With the burning 
site closed the only option is burying the 
trees in .a sanitary landfill. This costs 


more than burning, but less than using 
the air curtain destructor. 


CREAMER SAID it now costs the vil- 


lage $6 a load to use the burning site. 
With about 300 trees removed a year — 
most because of Dutch Elm disease — 
the total cost normally would be about 
$9,000. 


But Cramer said the nearest land- 


fill in the area charges between $38 and 
$45 a load. 


At $40 a load, the total for tree burial 


at the landfill would be about $60,000 a 
year. The Mount Prospect Village Board, 
however, has budgeted only $10,000 for 
tree and stump disposal this year. 


"I don't know what we will do," Crea- 


mer said Wednesday. "We don't have 


any extra money and we are right at the 
beginning of our Dutch Elm tree removal 
program." 


He also expressed concern that the 


landfill firm would raise its rates or be 
unable to handle all the trees it would be 
getting from the area towns, private 
landscapers and even parts of Chicago 
that now use the burning area. 


"I AM really afraid that people will 


start dropping the stuff everywhere in- 
discriminately," Creamer said.

$30 Million In Parochiaid? 


Legislative approval of a $30 million 


parochiaid package may channel state 
grants into the Northwest 
suburbs as 


early as September, predicts Rep. Eu- 
gene Schlickman. R-Arlington Heights. 


The three-part bill was passed by the 


House and sent to the governor Wednes- 
day. According to Schlickman, "there is 
no doubt the governor is going to sign the 
bills, but he will not be able to until he 
returns from an out of town trip. He is 
expected back next week." 


Effective July 1, the legislation is iden- 


tical to another package passed by the 
legislature last November. Gov. Ogilvie 
approved the package after sending it 
back to the legislature with an amen- 
datory veto. 


Implementation of the bills was de- 


layed, however, by Auditor Michael 
Hewlett's call for a court test. In 
January the Illinois Supreme Court re- 
fused to rule on the legislation because it 
did not take effect until this July. The 
court added it would probably find the 
legislation unconstitutional in a retest, 
because the governor exceeded his power 
to recommend specific change. 


TO AVOID COURT dismissal of the 


legislation on a technicality (the amen- 
datory- veto), the bills in their amended 
form were resubmitted to the legislature 
in April as a new package. 


Once the new legislation i.s signed by 


the governor. Schlickman said it is likely 
Hewlett will again refuse to release the 
state funds. "This would give proponents 
of the legislation grounds for going to 
court. If we follow the same route of the 
last package, we could expect a court 
decision within a couple of months." 


The first part of the legislation allots 


<20 5 million for the purchase of text- 
books and auxiliary services. The books 
and services arc distributed by public 
schools to private schools. The public 


schools are reimbursed by the state for 
the expense. 


$4.5 
million scholarship support has 


been slated for low-income students who 
wish to attend non public schools. Par- 
ents turn in a voucher to a public school 
for the grant and the public school is, 
again, reimbursed by the stale. 


IN THE THIRD part of the bill, $5 mil- 


lion has been allocated for cooperative 
programs between private and public 
schools. The state pays a grant directly 
to the public sector of a cooperative, 
which then distributes and administers 
the funds. 


In its original form, the legislation 


called for direct aid to the private 
schools. By making payment to the pub- 
lic schools, Schlickman said the aid does 
not involve "excessive entanglement be- 
tween church and state." 


While the parochiaid proponents may 


have avoided the entanglement issue, 
they still expect to face another con- 
stitutional question. According to Schlick- 
man this question involves use of state 
funds for religious education. 


"The first amendment to the U.S. Con- 


stitution states there shall be no ad- 
vancement or inhibition or religion," 
said Schlickman. "We feel our bills do 
not advance religion, but focus on paren- 
tal involvement in education. It is the 
child that is being benefitted, not reli- 
gious education." 


Rev. James Michaletz, superintendent

The Des Plaines City Council tonight 


may decide the fate of a proposed 
$800,000 library addition and a proposed 
library tax hike to pay for its construc- 
tion. 


The council also will vote on new 


health and safety regulations for private- 
ly-owned pools. 


Aldermen are expected to vote on a 


proposal from the council's library com- 
mittee to raise the library maximum tax 
rate ceiling from the present 12 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation to 20 cents. 


According to committee chairman Aid. 


Spencer Chase (3rd), the library board 
will probably not ask the council to raise 
the tax rate to the full 20 cents, but the 
board needs some assurance that more 
tax money will be raised in 1973 before it 
can begin planning for an addition. 


A council vote on the library tax ceil- 


ing was postponed at the June 19 meet- 
ing because several aldermen wanted to 
know more about the proposed addition 
before promising to raise taxes in 1973. 


Aid. Charles Bolek (3rd) said toe board 


is "asking for a blank check." Before he 
agrees to a tax hik«, he said, he wants to 
see building plans and financing alterna- 
tives. 


Aid. Robert Sherwood (2nd) said at the 


meeting that the library board is trying 
to "come through the back door" by 
building an addition with tax money af- 
ter voters had refused to authorize funds 
for an addition in two defeated bond is- 
sue referenda, the latest in 106.0. 


Aid. Alan Abrams (8th) said the coun- 


cil should not raise the maximum tax- 
rate until it determines the present tax 
rate doesn't provide enough funds. 


According to City Atty. Robert DiLeo- 


nardi, the old Illinois Constitution set a 
12 cents per $100 maximum on library 
taxes — or about $240,000 a year. The 
new Illinois Constitution, which went into 
effect last summer, allows the council to 
raise this tax maximum. 


Defending the library board request, 


Aid. Chase said tht addition is "badly 
needed" and that voters would now real- 
ize the necessity of providing more li- 
brary facilities. 


Chase said at the meeting thai the Des 


Plaines Library contains less space and 
fewer books than what is considered ade- 
quate by the state library association. 
The city's proposed comprehensive plan, 
now under council discussion, recom- 
mends that library facilities be almost 
tripled by 1990, including a library addi- 
tion and two branch libraries. 


The proposed addition would bring the 


library system in Des Plaines up to an 
"adequate level," Chase said. 


According to William Wiman, librar- 


ian, the present library building at 
Graceland Avenue and Thacker .Street 
cannot hold any more books. Architects 
have said the present building's founda- 
ions cannot withstand more weight. 


The addition would be constructed on 


library property adjoining the present 
building. Chase told the aldermen that 
the board had been able, through ju- 
dicious use of its funds, lo pay for sev- 
eral renovations of the present building, 
including construction of a new magazine 
room and a garage for the city book- 
mobile. 


The present library lacks enough space 


for books and personnel. City students do 
not have enough space to study in the 
present library building, Wiman has 
said. 


The council may also vote on proposals 


to require yearly checks by the city 
housing department of all privately- 
owned pools which are deeper than 18 
inches. 


The proposed ordinance would require 


pool-owners to apply each year for pool 
licenses. To get a license, a pool would 
have to pass strict construction, health 
and safety standards, according to re- 
ports by the council committees. 


The ordinance would probably not re- 


quire licensing until next year because of 
the time needed to train inspectors and 
to inform the public of new regulations, 
according to city officials. 


At present the city only checks pools 


soon after they have been constructed. 
Action is taken only when residents com- 
plain that a'pool has become a. menace 
according to Alfred Prickett, city build- 
ing commissioner.

Blase Urges Upholding 
Suit For Education Funds

A notice of appeal was filed Friday by 


Niles Mayor Nicholas Blase to reverse a 
lower court dismissal of a suit calling for 
a greater state contribution to public 
schools. 
Blase and co-plaintiff Richard Mart- 
wick, Cook County school superintendent 
filed a suit in trie Cook County Circuit 
Court last year contesting the con- 
stitutionality of the present system of 
school financing. 


The basis of the suit was a clause in 


the 
new Illinois 
Constitution which 


states: education is the "primary respon- 
sibility" of the state. Blase and Martwick 
contend the clause requires the state to 
provide at least 51 per cent of local 
school funds. 


Last month, Judge Edward Egan ruled 


the clause does not order the state to 
provide 51 per cent funding. He added, 
"even if I decided that is what the Con- 
stitution meant, I don't see how I could 
have enforced it." Egan did not give 
cause for his decision, nor did he say 
what the state's financial responsibility 
is. 


The appeal calls for a reversal of 


Egan's order and a reinterpretation of 
the constitutional clause. Blase said he 
expects the case to come to court within 
the next four or five months. 


The suit is more or less a local version 


of nationwide legal action challenging 
the constitutionality of the present sys- 
tem of school finance. The action was 
initiated by a California Supreme Court 
decision which said it is unconstitutional, 
to place the burden of school budgets on 
local property taxes. A similar case in 
Texas is now before the U. S., Supreme 
Court. 


Blase pointed out his suit calls for im- 


mediate payout from state coffers, while 
the supreme court suit "calls for a new 
method of financing which could take 
several yars" to implement.'' 


Currently Illinois school districts, on 


the average, receive less than one third 


of their revenue from the state and more 
than half from local homeowners. Under 
this system the district .with the-most 
valuable property receives the most rev- 
enue and the child in 'the wealthiest dis- 
trict theoretically receives the best edu- 
cation.

struction projects was shut down. Work 
screeched to a half on homes, schools, 
office buildings and highways. 


Measured in terms of manpower, the 


shutdown affects approximately 100,000 
construction workers. In addition to the 
striking carpenters in the Chicago Dis- 
trict Council of Carpenters (Cook, Lake 
of the Cement Masons Local 502 (Cook 
County) were also on strike. Another 
75,000 construction workers in the three- 
county area either refused to cross pick- 
et lines or were laid off because of a lack 
of work.

cago Transit Authority schedules and 
city maps. "These have meaning to the 
metropolitan boy. They learn how to pet 
from home to the Loop . . . something 
they can use." 


THE TERM "boy" hat been dropped 


in Scouts in favor of merely Scouting, 
Cub Scouts is called Cubbing while Ex- 
plorers, for upper teenagers, is referred 
to as Exploring and has adopted a coe- 
ducational stature. 


"The 
word (boy) had a poor con- 


notation for minority groups and inner 
city kids," Rhodes «iid. The corporate 
name. Boy Scouts of America (BSA). 
however, will remain. 


Today's 
Scouts have the option of 


wearing a red beret as part of the sl«-ui- 
dard uniform as well as other headgear, 
brightening up the traditional olive at- 
tire. 


And in addition to physical and generic 


change^, the organization 
is moving 


from 
the campground to the class- 


room. "We're educational rather than 
recreational." said Arthur Allen, Scout 
executive of the Northwest Suburban 
C o u n c i l headquartered in Arlington 
Heights. "We've always been tha'. way 
but nobody realized it. The heart of what 
we're trying to get across is character 
training . , . leadership and better citi- 
zenship." 


BIT THE presentation is slightly dif- 


ferent than it used to be, now featuring 
individualism rather than mass, pro- 
grams "We advance a youth into his 
own atea of interest . . . his own merit 
badge area." Allen added. 


He feels the attitudes of Scouts have 


changed over the years, leading to the 
modifications in scouting. "Kids want a 
part of the decision-making process and 
they also want a choice of what they are 
going to do." he said. 


The ntw format of exploring offers

trip to their plants for Explorers who 


show a special interest in a particular 
field. 


Exploring initiated its first females in 


April because as Rhodes said, "We found 
that teenage boys are interested in girls 
and vice versa. They work tpgether and 
have social activities." Nancy Ames of 
Lake Zurich became an Explorer and al- 
ready holds an office in tne Post Presi- 
dent's Association. 


ALTHOUGH THE total membership in 


the BSA's Northwest Council is at an all 


time high, the percentage of possible 
members has been dropping. 


About 18,000 suburban youngsters be- 


long to the organization out of 68,000 eli- 
gible. At one point during the 1950's near- 
ly 50 per cent of all boys eligible to join 
were members. 


"We haven't kept up with the rapid 


growth in population of the Northwest 
suburbs," Allen said adding that some of 
the recent changes may lure more mem- 
bership. The Northwest _Suburban Coun- 
cil's long range plans project that one- 


third of all boys eligible will belong by 
1976. 


The suburban teenager is particularly 


difficult to recruit "because he has so 
many other activities," Allen said. "But 
we have to offer something to compete 
with the activities and the spare time the 
youth has. 


"There was never a more important 


time than today" for the Roy Scouts of 
America," Allen said. "These changes 
will help make an already great scouting 
program even greater." 


School Board Head Resigns 


The president of (lie River Trails Disl. 


26 School Board has resigned to avoid 
certain income disclosures required by 
the Illinois "ethics law." 


Clarke Robinson, partner in the law 


firm of Kirkland & Ellis, said the law 
would require him to list certain sources 
of income for the entire firm. 


"I do not want to put our firm in that 


kind of position,'' he said as he an- 
nounced his resignation at a board meet- 
ing Thursday. 


The board then appointed three new 


board members, one to replace Robinson 
and two to fill vacancies from previous 
resignations. The new members are Syl- 
via Lurie, William Haase and Michael 
Sheyker, all of Mount Prospect. 


The new "ethics law" requires elected 


and appointed officials, including school 
board members, to file statements of 
economic interests with the Cook County 


clerk or Illinois Secretary of State. Dead- 
line for filing the forms, which would be 
available to the public, was Friday. 


BASED ON AN interpretation of the 


law from the secretary of state's office, 
Robinson said he would have to name the 
governmental units served by his firm in 
1971. Aclual dollar income information 
would nol be required. 


Robinson said he would also have lo 


lisl Ihe type,of clients and the nature of 
services rendered them by the firm. He 
said he did not know if he would have to 
list the actual names of the clients. "The 
guidelines of the law are ambiguous," he 
said. 


A Prospect Heights residenl elected to 


the board in 1970, Robinson said he is 
sorry to resign. "It-was a hard decision 
lo make," he said. Robinson, 43, said the 
ethics law requirement was the only rea- 


Prices Lowest In Years 


Motorists in the Chicago metropolitan 


area can shop for the lowest gasoline 
prices in the last several years, accord- 
ing to industry expert Herbert Hugo. 


"Prices have been depressed to the 


lowest levels of the year in the last 
months or so." said Hugo, the Midwest 
bureau chief for Plait's Oilgram, a daily 
petroleum industry publication. Price 
cuts below the normal pump price of 40.4 
cents a gallon for regular gasoline range 
from four to 12 cents. Hugo said. He 
added that the 5 to 8 cents off the normal 
price level is the most common range. 


"Chicago area motorists are paying 


the lowest prices in the last 7 to 10 
years," he said.

NEC seek legislation giving the coopera- 
tive decision-making power to serve as 
lecal and fiscal agents of the member 
districts. Chute pointed out that acquir- 
ing such power would enable the coop- 
erative to function similarly to educa- 
tional cooperatives in New York ttate. 


Dist. 59 also recommended that a per- 


manent superintendent be appointed for 
NEC. 
The administration of NEC would 


be the responsibility of 'he superintend- 
ent. 


No action was taken on the problem of 


pricing service and products by NEC. 


one major oil company to near normal 
price levels was supported by only three 
of the remaining 12 major oil companies 
doing business in the area. "If they had 
succeeded the price levels would have 
been at 38.4 cents a gallon, the same 
price as last year at this time," said 
Hugo. "But it looks as though it is too 
lale to take hold over the holiday week- 
end that starts Friday morning." 


GASOLINE PUMP prices dip below 


the normal 40.4 cents a gallon level as 
each round of the continuing price war 
begins. Oil companies support these 
price slashes by subsidizing 70 per cent 
of the loss. The dealer pays 30 per cent 
of the price cut below normal levels. In 
attempls lo restore prices to normal lev- 
els, as often happens on holiday week- 
ends, oil companies can discontinue the 
price supports, 


"July 4 and Labor Day are the biggest 


gasoline consumption weekends of the 
year," Hugo said. "And this should be 
the biggest sales weekend of the year be- 
cause it is the first five-day holiday. 


"Wholesale gasoline prices are strong 


because the supply is tight," Hugo con- 
tinued. "But Ihe competilion defies any 
sorl of rational explanation. There is a 
sort of insidious cynicism entering the 
picture now. The oil companies don't 
want to be the first lo move back to nor- 
mal prices so they hold back in the price 
restoration moves." 


Oil companies are caught between the 


need to make an adequate profit on gaso- 
line sales and the desire to beat out the 
competition in gallonage sales, according 
to Hugo. "You can imagine what hap- 
pens when the motorist finds prices at 
his favorite gas stalion go up suddenly," 
he said. "The oil company knows he'll 
change to another station."
